A  DISPLAY  AND  DISCUSSIONS 

RECENT  developments  in  the  packag- 
ing of  pharmaceuticals  are  the  subject 
of  a  feature  display  to  be  held  at  the 
Packaging  Centre,  50  Poland  Street, 
London,  W.I.  from  April  5  to  May  6.

Each  of 
those  organisations  has  a  representa- 
tive on  a  panel  advising  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  display.  The  presenta- 
tion of  exhibits  will  stress  the 
functional  and  technical  aspects  of  the 
packages.  The  list  of  exhibitors,  which 
is  not  yet  complete,  includes  Robinson 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  Chesterfield;  John  Dale. 
Ltd.;  Spicers,  Ltd.;  Johnsen  &  Jorgen- 
sen  Flint  Glass,  Ltd.;  Paper  Goods 
Manufacturing  Co..  Ltd.;  The  Metal 
Box  Co.,  Ltd.;  Cascelloid  division  of 
the  British  Xylonite  Co.,  Ltd.;  and 
Lustroid,  Ltd.  During  the  course  of 
the  display  there  is  to  be  a  series  of 
open  forums  held  at  the  Packaging 
Centre.

Assistants-in-Dispensing 

NEW  SALARY  SCALES 

A  NEW  salary  scale,  back-dated  to 
October  1,  1959,  has  been  agreed  for 
assistants-in-dispensing  by  the  Health 
Service  Professional  and  Technical 
"  B  "  Whitley  Council  and  is  as  fol-

The  holder  of  the  certificate  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  or  the  dispens- 
ing certificate  of  the  R.A.M.C.  or 
R.A.F.,  or  a  qualification  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  or  Secretary  of 
State  for  Scotland,  or  a  certificate  of 
proficiency  given  by  an  employing 
authority  in  Scotland,  qualifies  for  a 
further  allowance  of  £50.  In  addition 
there  are  other  special  allowances 
dependent  on  the  type  of  responsibility 
being  undertaken  by  the  assistant-in- 
dispensing.  When  responsible  for  dis- 
pensary supplies  and  not  supervised  by 
a  pharmacist  the  assistant  receives  £25 
a  year  (£50  if  he  supervises  other  assis- 
tants).   A    certificate,    given    by  an 


employing  authority,  that  an  assistant 
is  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  highest 
duties  appropriate  to  the  class  will  no 
longer  be  a  qualification  entitling  the 
holder  to  any  allowance.  Assistants 
who  are  in  receipt  of  the  allowance  of 
£20  in  respect  of  such  a  certificate  are 
to  continue  to  receive  that  allowance 
whilst  employed  as  assistants  in  dis- 
pensing in  the  National  Health  Service. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  hopes  that  the 
increase  in  the  allowance  for  properly 
qualified  assistants  from  £20  to  £50  will 
lead  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
assistants  who  secure  a  recognised 
qualification. 

Statutory  Committee 

TWO  INQUIRIES  TO  BE  RESUMED 

THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  is  to  meet  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  at 
2.30  p.m.,  on  March  2,  to  resume  two 
inquiries  adjourned  from  March  4, 
1959  (C.  &  D.,  March  14,  1959,  p.  282). 
In  the  first  case  it  appears  that  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  had  been  convicted 
on  a  charge  of  embezzlement,  and  in 
the  second  inquiry  it  appears  that  a 
corporate  body  carrying  on  business 
as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons  was 
convicted  of  offences  under  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act.  1933.  The  Com- 
mittee is  also  to  consider  information 
and  evidence  from  which  it  appears 
that  a  member  of  the  Society  has  been 
convicted  of  offences  under  the  Road 
Traffic  Acts  of  1930  and  1956,  and  in 
another  case  consider  information  and 
evidence  from  which  it  appears  that  a 
corporate  body  was  convicted  of  an 


offence  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and, 
by  reason  of  the  facts  leading  to  the 
conviction,  the  superintendent-pharma- 
cist director  may  have  been  guilty  of 
misconduct. 

Advertising  of  a  Drug 

MINISTRY'S  REPLY  TO  A  PROTEST 

AFTER  protesting  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  to  the  manufacturers  of  a 
drug  regarding  the  disquiet  they  felt 
about  the  manner  in  which  the  company 
had  sought  to  launch  its  advertising 
campaign  (C.  <&  D.,  December  5,  1959, 
p.  495),  the  Stoke-on-Trent  Executive 
Council  has  been  informed  by  the 
Ministry  that  "  The  Department  has  no 
statutory  power  to  control  publicity  of 
this  sort  but  the  matter  will  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Association  of 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry." 

Sulphuric  Acid 

PRODUCTION  IN  FOURTH  QUARTER,  1959 

PRODUCTION  of  sulphuric  acid  by 
members  of  the  National  Sulphuric 
Acid  Association,  Ltd.,  during  the  quar- 
ter ended  December  31,  1959,  amounted 
to  656,689  tons  calculated  at  100  per 
cent.  H2S04.  The  amount  sold  during 
the  period  was  664,062  tons. 

Drug  Tariff 

ALTERATIONS  AND  AMENDMENTS 

COPIES  of  the  quarterly  list  of  revised 
prices  and  amendments  to  the  Drug 
Tariff  are  now  being  sent  by  Executive 
Councils  to  all  general  practitioners 
and  pharmacists  in  England  and  Wales.

Representatives'  Dinner 

MORE  ABOUT  DUTY  ON  TABLETS 

WITHIN  a  week  of  writing  to  "  the 
Minister  involved "  about  the  imposi- 
tion of  duty  on  imported  tablets,  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical 
Representatives'  Association  was  in- 
vited by  that  Minister  to  send  a  de- 
putation to  discuss  the  matter  with 
senior  officers  of  his  department.  That 
was  stated  by  Mr.  John  McKenna 
(president  of  the  Association)  at  the 
Association's  second  annual  dinner 
held  in  Dublin  on  January  23.  Mr. 
McKenna  said  that  he  was  satisfied 
that  the  outcome  would  justify  the 
deputation's  visit.  The  Association  had 
asked  that  in  future,  if  announcements 
affecting  the  profession  were  made,  re- 
presentatives of  the  organisations  im- 
mediately involved  should  be  consulted 
in  advance.  Among  the  guests  were  Mr. 
H.  P.  Corrigan  and  Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman 
(president  and  registrar,  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Ireland),  Mr.  P.  Mc- 
Auliffe  and  Mr.  B.  Smith  (president 
and  secretary,  Irish  Drug  Association), 
Mr.  R.  J.  Power  (chairman,  Associa- 
tion of  Hospital  and  Public  Pharma- 
cists); Mr.  John  Holland  (vice-chair- 
man, Irish  Wholesale  Drug  Federa- 
tion); and  Mr.  David  Murphy  (Com- 
pounders' Association).  In  his  address, 
Mr.  McKenna  referred  to  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  Association  during  the 
year  through  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Mul- 
holland  and  Mr.  Larry  Martin.  On  be- 
half of  the  Association  he  expressed 
the  hope  that  Mr.  Patrick  Cummins 
(treasurer),  and  Mr.  Bill  Tussaud  would 
shortly  be  restored  to  full  health.  In 
a  very  short  time  the  Association  would 
be  holding  its  annual  meeting  and  they 
had  taken  steps  to  have  the  Association 
registered,  so  that  in  future  they  would 
have  an  officially  recognised  constitu- 
tion, with  all  the  rights  and  protections 
that  such  status  conferred.  Dealing  with 
a  recent  visit  of  representatives  of  the 
Association  to  Cork,  Mr.  McKenna 
said  that  they  were  able  to  clear  up  a 
misunderstanding  that  in  replying  to 
advertisements  in  the  trade  and  lay 
Press  the  Association  submitted  a  list 
of  names  confined  to  applicants  resi- 
dent in  Dublin.  Such  an  impression  was 
entirely  unfounded,  and  he  was  glad 
that  the  Cork  members,  having  received 
an  assurance  from  the  delegation,  were 
now  satisfied  that  nothing  inimicable 
to  their  interests  occurred  in  that  re- 
spect.    No  names  of  applicants  were 


ever  submitted  when  replying  to  ad- 
vertisements. During  the  year  twenty- 
three  committee  meetings  had  been 
held.  Paying  tribute  to  the  assistance 
he  had  received  from  all  members  of 
the  committee,  the  president  made 
special  mention  of  Mr.  Frank  Walsh 
(secretary). 

Co-ordination 

AIM  OF  A  NEW  ORGANISATION 

THE  proposal  (C.  &  D.,  November  7, 
1959,  p.  406)  to  establish  a  special 
body  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  all 
the  various  interests  in  pharmacy  so  as 
to  obtain  greater  cohesion  and  under- 
standing both  socially  and  profession- 
ally, met  with  an  encouraging  response 
at  a  special  meeting  held  in  the  College 
of  Pharmacy.  Dublin,  on  February  10. 
With  all  the  different  branches  of  the 
profession  represented,  there  was  evi- 
dence of  much  enthusiasm  for  the 
suggestion  on  all  sides.  Mr.  R.  Purcell 
presided,  and  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  (a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu-

NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

An  Order  published  as  S.I.  I960, 
No.  216,  effective  since  February  15, 
lists  about  ninety  chemicals  tem- 
porarily exempted  from  import  duty 
until  October  1.  Among  the  items 
mentioned  are  ferric  and  sodium  caco- 
dylates,  glutamic  acid  and  pyridine. 

General  requirements  for  manufac- 
turing and  control  laboratories;  and 
requirements  for  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
(inactivated),  yellow  fever  vaccine, 
and  smallpox  vaccine  are  set  out  in 
World  Health  Organisation  technical 
reports  (Series  Nos.  178,  179  and  180). 

The  first  part  of  Liverpool's  new 
College  of  Technology  in  Byrom  Street 
is  nearing  completion.  It  will  accom- 
modate the  departments  of  pharmacy, 
chemistry  and  physics  in  five  stories. 
Work  on  the  second  instalment,  to  cost 
about  £800,000,  is  expected  to  com- 
mence soon. 

British  participation  at  the  Leipzig 
Fair  (February  28  to  March  8)  is  de- 
scribed as  breaking  all  records.  For  the 
first  time  the  British  Pavilion  in  the 
technical  section  has  been  co-ordinated 
by  British  Overseas  Fairs,  Ltd.  Among 
companies  that  have  taken  space  are 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd. 

Business  insured  by  the  Export 
Credit  Guarantee  Department  in  1959 
under  its  "  commercial  "  policies  was 
another  record;  declarations  of  ship- 
ments, at  £638-2  millions,  were  over  20 
per  cent,  above  the  previous  record  of 
£520  6  millions  in  1958  and  showed  an 
increase  of  over  30  per  cent  on  the 
figure  (£485  4  millions)  for  1957. 

Members  of  the  executive  board  of 
the  World  Health  Organisation  recently 
suggested  intensified  research  in 
malaria;  tuberculosis:  treponematoses; 
leprosy;  onchocerciasis;  bilharziasis;

lar disease;  radiation  and  genetics;  and 
biological  standardisation.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Legislation 

Considerable  satisfaction  will  be  felt  in  pharmacy  in  general  that  the 
situation  in  regard  to  the  central-riervous-system  drugs  is  to  be  regularised 
by  legislation.  I  cannot  recall  any  situation  in  the  sale  of  drugs  that  has 
caused  such  widespread  anxiety  in  pharmacy,  in  Parliament,  and  in  the 
country  as  a  whole,  and  your  issue  of  last  week  endorses  that  statement. 
In  the  week  in  which  the  Home  Office  announcement  appeared  came  the 
publication  of  a  further  statement  from  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  more  questions  on  the  subject  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  Society  may  take  considerable  credit  for  its  action  and  its  recommen- 
dations, which  have  proved  to  be  in  line  with  the  ultimate  decision  of  the 
Poisons  Board.  It  is  particularly  noteworthy  that  the  scope  of  the  new 
legislation  is  considerably  wider  than  might  have  been  expected,  and  that 
it  covers  certain  substances  that  were  the  subject  of  a  Council  statement 
as  long  ago  as  April  1955  (see  C.  &  D.  Year  Book,  1960,  p.  313).  That 
the  Society's  Council  has  been  aware  of  the  dangers  has  been  a  source  of 
satisfaction  to  the  many  pharmacists  who  have  themselves  recognised  the 
dangers  of  the  uncontrolled  sale  of  certain  substances,  and  who  had 
already  from  a  sense  of  duty  and  responsibility  taken  individual  steps,  to 
limit  the  supply  of  the  preparations  to  prescription  only.  There  is  already 
evidence  that  those  addicted  to  the  drugs  are  making  attempts  to  secure 
adequate  supplies  before  the  legislation  becomes  effective.  In  view  of  the 
clearly  expressed  intention  of  the  forthcoming  changes,  there  should  be  no 
doubt  of  the  response  of  pharmacists  to  any  such  demands. 

As  others  see  us 

The  report  of  the  inquiry  into  the  prices  of  drugs  in  the  United  States 
(p.  174)  is  revealing.  Senator  Kefauver,  whose  subcommittee  is  conducting 
the  investigation,  is  reported  as  saying :  "  High  drug  prices  may  bring  on 
socialised  medicine  in  this  country  just  as  they  did  in  England."  The 
Senator  did  not  like  the  idea  of  socialised  medicine,  but  "  we  will  get  it 
here  unless  you  do  something  about  drug  prices."  While  the  Senator  is 
perfectly  entitled  to  hold  strong  personal  views  on  the  question  of 
"socialised  medicine,"  whatever  that  may  be,  we  in  this  country  may 
regard  it  as  strange  that  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  inquiry  should 
express  his  opinions  during  the  inquiry.  Before  committing  himself  to  a 
statement  of  the  cause  of  "socialised  medicine"  in  England,  he  might 
surely  have  been  expected  to  read  a  history  of  the  development  of  the 
Health  Service  in  this  country  (there  is  abundant  literature  on  the  subject) 
so  that  he  would  not  have  gone  on  record  with  such  a  false  picture  of  our 
health  service  and  the  reasons  for  its  existence.  The  awakening  of  the 
social  conscience  in  this  country  was  perhaps  slow  but,  from  the  late 
seventeenth  century,  with  its  voluntary  hospitals  and  dispensaries,  there 
has  been  a  steady  growth  in  the  realisation  of  the  nation's  responsibilities 
to  its  people  as  a  whole,  regardless  of  wealth,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  much  support  in  history  for  the  Kefauver  viewpoint. 

"Representative" 

I  note  that  the  Executive  of  the  Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  had  a  lengthy  discussion  (p.  174)  on  whether  that 
body  was  fully  representative  of  all  branches  of  pharmacy.  Members  of 
the  Executive  appear  to  have  felt  that  it  would  benefit  if  one  of  its  mem- 
bers were  a  hospital  pharmacist,  and  that  undoubtedly  would  be  true. 
Correctly,  I  think,  the  Executive  finally  agreed  that  it  must  accept  the 
wishes  of  the  electorate.  Turning  to  look  at  the  list  of  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  I  find  that  one  is  a  hospital  phar- 
macist, elected  by  the  membership  in  general.  There  are  dangers  inherent 
in  a  departure  from  established  practice,  for  organisations  other  than  the 
hospital  pharmacists  might  equally  reasonably  demand  a  seat,  and  the 
members  so  elected  would  tend  to  become  delegates  of  their  organisations. 
Surely  hard  work  in  his  branch  and  evidence  of  individual  worth  should 
secure  election  in  the  normal  way.  Breadth  of  outlook  is  essential.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


VISCOUNT  Hailsham  (Lord  Privy 
Seal  and  Minister  for  Science)  intro- 
duced the  second  reading  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Lords  on  February  4.  He 
said  the  service  was  at  present  carried 
on  under  the  terms  of  section  17  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
by  the  Minister  of  Health.  In  practice 
the  Medical  Research  Council  acted 
on  his  behalf.  In  the  Bill  a  new  Board 
was  proposed  to  undertake  the  duties. 
The  new  Public  Health  Laboratory  Ser- 
vice Board  as  it  was  to  be  called  would 
in  a  general  way  be  analogous  to  a 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  Lord  Taylor 
criticised  that  part  of  the  Bill  that  stated 
the  chairman  should  be  a  fully  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner.  He  hoped 
that  sometimes  it  would  "  be  thought 
desirable  to  appoint  a  doctor  and  some- 
times someone  who  is  not." 

Shop  Tenancies 

Mr.  B.  Janner  asked  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
Minister  for  Welsh  Affairs  on  Febru- 
ary 9  whether  he  was  aware  that  for- 
mer tenants  of  small  shops  and.  in 
particular,  those  who  lived  in  premises 
of  which  part  was  a  shop,  had  been 
deprived  of  their  tenancies  because 
the  landlords  wanted  them  for  their 
own  purposes  without  having  to  pro- 
fess or  prove  any  need  for  the 
premises  or  hardship  if  they  should  be 
denied  the  use  thereof;  and  whether  he 
would  take  steps  to  amend  the  law  so 
as  to  make  such  a  process  impossible. 
Mr.  H.  Brooke  (Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government)  said  that  pos- 
session of  a  combined  shop  and 
dwelling-house  could  only  be  obtained 
without  proof  of  greater  hardship,  to 
the  landlord  if  the  premises  were  out- 
side the  rateable  value  limits  for  rent 
control.  In  such  cases  the  tenant 
enjoyed  substantially  the  same  protec- 
tion under  the  Landlord  and  Tenant 
Act,  1954,  as  he  would  under  the  Rent 
Act,  1957,  unless  the  landlord  wished 
to  re-occupy  the  premises  himself  or  to 
reconstruct  them,  and  could  satisfy  the 
court  of  that.  If  the  tenant  had  to  give 
up  the  premises,  he  was  entitled  to 
compensation. 

Purchase  Tax 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  February 
10  the  Earl  of  Gosford  asked  if  the 
Government  would  consider  publishing 
any  alterations  to  the  purchase  tax  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment  and  not 
wait  for  the  Budget  .  .  .  and  whether 
consideration  could  be  given  to  con- 
fining alterations  to  purchase  tax,  in 
future  years,  to  the  early  weeks  in 
January.  The  Earl  of  Dundee  said 
that  the  Government  had  carefully 
considered  the  suggestion  but  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  must  be 
free  to  make  any  decision  about  pur- 
chase tax  in  the  context  of  the  Budget. 
The  tax  was  yielding  nearly  £500  mil- 
lions a  year  and  was  the  second  largest 
source  of  indirect  revenue.  It  was  un- 
realistic to  expect  the  Chancellor  to 
take  such  decisions  before  carrying  out 
the  whole  field  of  taxation  and  expen- 


diture. A  number  of  members  referred 
to  the  losses  borne  by  retailers.  Vis- 
count Alexander  suggested  there 
should  be  consideration  given  to  the 
possibility  of  having  properly  audited 
assessments  of  the  retailers'  losses  in 
that  way  and  the  tax  repaid. 

Lord  Saltoun  pointed  out  that  the 
losses  were  incurred  in  the  course  of 
ordinary  business.  Lord  Wilmot 
emphasised  that  the  losses  were  in  ho 
sense  due  to  gambling  but  were  caused 
by  taking  the  tax  off  normal  stocks. 
It  was  impossible  for  the  trader  to 
recover  from  the  customers  tax  that 
had  already  been  paid.  Lord  Woolton 
wanted  to  know  if  there  were  any 
reason  why  people  who  under  legisla- 
tion, collected  taxes  on  behalf  of  the 
Government  should  be  left  with  a 
deficit  when  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  changed  his  mind? 

Smallpox 

In  a  written  reply  on  February  10  to 
a  number  of  questions  by  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Butler,  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
(Minister  of  Health)  stated  that  there 
were  in  Great  Britain  eighty-nine 
deaths  from  smallpox  in  the  period 
1939-58  inclusive.  During  that  period 
151  deaths  were  attributed  to  compli- 
cations following  smallpox  vaccination. 

Mobile  Shops 

Commander  J.  Maitland  asked  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department  whether  he  was  aware  of 
widespread  doubt  about  the  legality  of 
Sunday  trading  by  mobile  shops  at 
times  when  ordinary  shops  were  not 
permitted  to  trade:  and  whether  he 
would  introduce  legislation  to  clarify 
the  situation.  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  (Sec- 
retary of  State,  Home  Department)  in 
a  written  reply  on  February  10  stated 
he  was  aware  of  the  point,  but  he 
could  not  undertake  to  introduce  legis- 
lation on  the  subject  at  present. 

C.N.S.  Drugs 

Replying  to  Mr.  Sydney  Irving  on 
February  11,  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  listed 
the  drugs  that  the  Poisons  Board  had 
recommended  should  be  made  avail- 
able only  on  medical  prescription 
(C.  &  £>..  February  13,  p.  165). 

Mr.  G.  Darling  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  if  he  would  list  the  stimu- 
lating and  tranquillising  drugs  that 
would  still  be  available  for  use  with- 
out a  prescription  after  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  recent  recommendations 
of  the  Poisons  Board.  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  in  a  written  reply  on 
February  11  stated  it  was  not  possible 
to  list  all  stimulating  and  tranquillis- 
ing drugs  in  the  way  suggested  because 
many  drugs  used  for  diverse  purposes 
might  have  those  effects  to  some  extent. 

Hospital  Pharmacists 

Dr.  D.  Johnson  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  February  15  if  he  was 
aware  of  the  difficulty  that  existed  in 
recruiting  hospital  pharmacists  at  the 
present  time;  and  what  steps  he  pro- 
posed to  take  to  remedy  the  situation. 
Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  referred  to 


the  negotiations  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council  and  the  new  salary 
scales  giving  increases  of  from  13  per 
cent,  to  17  per  cent,  that  had  been 
agreed  for  hospital  pharmacists  with 
effect  from  January  1,  1960.  He  also 
mentioned  that  special  allowances  had 
been  introduced  for  the  first  time  for 
pharmacists  appointed  to  posts  involv- 
ing responsibility  for  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  pharmaceutical  services  of 
hospital  groups  (C.  &  D.,  February  6, 
P.  131). 

Persomnia 

Mr.  J.  Rankin  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  February  15  what  recom- 
mendations had  been  made  to  him  by 
the  Drug  Addiction  Committee  on  the 
control  and  sale  of  Persomnia.  Mr. 
Derek  Walker-Smith  stated  that  the 
active  ingredients  of  Persomnia  were 
covered  by  the  recommendations  made 
by  the  Poisons  Board  to  the  Home 
Secretary  and  that  the  preparation  was 
therefore  among  those  he  proposed  to 
restrict  to  supply  on  prescription. 
Mrs.  J.  Butler  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  if  he  had  studied  the  com- 
munication recently  sent  to  him  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  a  warning  given  by  the 
Co-operative  Union  to  Co-operative 
chemists  requesting  them  to  sell  Prelu- 
din,  Persomnia,  Relaxa,  Menopax  and 
Miltown  only  on  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion, or  on  the  advice  of  a  qualified 
chemist,  and  what  reply  he  had  sent. 

Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  said  he 
had  received  the  communication  and 
was  glad  to  know  of  the  action  taken 
by  the  Co-operative  Union,  which  was 
similar  to  that  taken  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  in 
August  1959.  Mrs.  Butler  asked  if 
the  Minister  was  aware  there  was  con- 
siderable public  confusion  about 
whether  "  pep  pills "  were  on  sale 
freely  at  chemists  or  not?  Also  could 
the  Minister  say  what  there  was  to 
prevent  him,  when  putting  the  pills  on 
the  Fourth  Schedule,  from  referring  to 
their  popularly  known  names  as  well 
as  to  their  normal  medical  formula. 
Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith  replied 
that  the  procedure  operated  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  was 
really  a  matter  for  the  Home  Secretary, 
who  would  no  doubt  take  note  of  what 
had  been  said.  Mr.  Rankin  asked  if  it 
was  not  the  case  that  some  "  pep  pills  " 
and  drugs  did  not  come  under  the 
1933  Act  and  was  not  the  Minister 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  they  were 
made  available  only  on  medical  pre- 
scription? Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
explained  that  the  control  of  those  drugs 
fell  under  three  statutes — the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Act  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  for  which  the  Home  Secre- 
tary was  responsible,  and  the  Therapeu- 
tic Substances  Act  for  which  he  was 
answerable.  He  added  "  Having  studied 
this  question  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  is  only  less  complex  than 
the  Rent  Restriction  Acts,  and  there- 
fore we  are  engaged  in  reviewing  the 
whole  matter."  Dr.  Edith  Summer- 
skill  said  the  country,  was  being 
flooded  with  drugs  of  addiction,  many 
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put  on  the  market  by  firms  that  had 
their  main  offices  in  America.  Was 
the  Minister  going  to  wait  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Co- 
operative Union  to  take  action  and 
become  tangled  in  the  maze  of 
statutes  until  there  had  been  a  num- 
ber of  tragedies  such  as  had  taken 
place  with  Preludin,  before  he  took 
action?  Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith 
said  he  had  given  a  summary  of  the 
legislative  field,  which  was  complica- 
ted. "  We .  are  reviewing  the  whole 
position  in  order  to  simplify  and  im- 
prove it."  The  matter  referred  to  was 
governed  by  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  and  the  Home  Secretary  was  taking 
prompt  action. 

Clinical  Trials 

Mrs.  H.  Slater  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  what  proposals  he  had  for 
controlled  research  and  testing  of  new 
drugs  before  they  were  sold  without  a 
doctor's  prescription.  Mr.  Derek 
Walker-Smith  in  a  written  reply  on 
February  15  stated  that  while  there 
were  powers  that  enabled  supply  to  be 
permitted  only  on  medical  advice  and 
prescription  there  was  no  authority 
under  existing  legislation  for  such  a 
requirement  concerning  new  drugs. 
The  Committee  on  the  Cost  of  Pre- 
scribing had  made  a  recommendation 
that  all  new  drugs  should  be  subjected 
to  clinical  trial  and  he  hoped  soon  to 
be  able  to  reach  a  decision  on  it. 

Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

In  a  written  reply  to  Mr.  W.  Clark 
on  February  15,  Mr.  Derek  Walker- 
Smith  stated  that  the  Medical  Research 
Council  were  to  carry  out  small  scale 
trials  of  Sabin  oral  poliomyelitis  vac- 
cine in  selected  areas,  and  local  health 
authorities  were  to  be  asked  to  give 
their  full  co-operation. 

PHENOL  PRICES 

An  agreement  before  the  Court 

THE  Restrictive  Practices  Court  began 
the  hearing  of  the  price  fixing  agree- 
ment between  the  members  of  the 
Phenol  Producers'  Association,  on 
February  15.  Mr.  B.  J.  M.  MacKenna, 
Q.C.,  and  Mr.  D.  A.  Grant  appeared 
for  the  Association;  Mr.  T.  G.  Roche. 
Q.C.,  and  Mr.  R.  Dunn  for  the  Regis- 
trar. Mr.  MacKenna  said  there  were 
fifteen  companies  in  the  Association 
and  all  were  parties  to  the  agreement. 
The  English  Phenol  Convention  was 
founded  in  1927  and  since  its  inception 
had  fixed  selling  prices.  During  1950 
the  name  was  changed  to  the  one  now 
in  use.  Natural  phenol  was  pro- 
duced by  the  refining  of  crude  tar 
acids;  synthetic  phenol  was  obtained 
from  benzene.  The  principal  producers 
of  crude  tar  were  the  area  gas  boards 
and  tar  continued  to  be  produced  inde- 
pendent of  the  demand  for  phenol. 
The  Association  maintained  that  in  the 
present  conditions  there  was  an  excess 
of  supply  over  the  demand  for  phenol 
that  was  likely  to  increase.  If  there  were 
a  free  market  in  phenol  it  was  pos- 
sible that  the  price  would  fall  so  low 
that  producers  would  divert  the  tar  to 
the  more  profitable  use  as  fuel.  The 
result  would  be  that  the  products  of  tar 
distillation,  valuable  by-products,  would 


be  lost,  which  would  be  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  public.  In  January  1945  the 
basic  price  of  good  quality  phenol  was 
9|d.  per  lb.  Since  January  1954  the 
price  had  been  kept  at  Is.  4d.  Mr. 
MacKenna  said  that  in  1950  the  home 
trade  in  phenol  was  15,786  tons  and 
production  was  16,701  tons.  By  1959 
the  home  trade  had  risen  to  36,550  tons 
and  production  was  45,391  tons. 
It  was  estimated  that  next  year  pro- 
duction would  be  54.000  tons,  or  9,000 
tons  more  than  last  year.  Mr.  Mac- 
Kenna explained  that  the  reason  for 
the  great  increase  was  that  the  British 
Hydrocarbon  Chemicals'  new  plant  at 
Grangemouth  was  coming  into  produc- 


"  WE  recommend  that  Fisons.  Ttd., 
should  adjust  its  pricing  policy  to  yield 
a  lower  level  of  profit  than  has  been 
achieved  in  recent  years  and  we  believe 
that  the  company  can  be  relied  on  to 
carry  out  this  recommendation  in  the 
light  of  our  report,"  states  the  Mono- 
polies Commission  in  the  Report  on 
the  Supply  of  Chemical  Fertilisers 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  10s.

On 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Ltd.,  which 
was  shown  to  have  made  a  profit  nearer 
to  the  average  on  its  fertiliser  trade  in 
the  years  to  1957,  the  Commission 
found  that  neither  its  monopoly  in 
nitrogenous  fertilisers — which  was  in 
fact  being  diminished — nor  the  use  it 
had  made  of  its  position  had  been 
against  the  public  interest.  But  the 
agreement  on  sulphate  of  ammonia,  to 
which  I.C.I,  was  a  party,  was  not  con- 
sidered in  the  report  since  that  might 
come  within  the  province  of  the  Re- 
strictive Practices  Act. 

The  Commission  were  concerned 
with  the  supply  of  nitrogenous,  potash, 
phosphatic  and  compound  fertilisers. 
In  the  year  1957-58  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.  (with  their  subsidiary, 
Scottish  Agricultural  Industries,  Ltd.) 


tion  and  it  would  add  to  the  phenol 
output.  The  home  price  of  phenol  had 
never  been  more  than  Is.  6d.  per  lb. 
Ic  had  been  fixed  in  1954  at  Is.  4d.  per 
lb.,  and  in  spite  of  inflation  and  rise 
in  costs  during  the  past  five  years  there 
had  been  no  increase  in  price. 

If  tar  were  not  distilled  there  would 
be  a  loss  of  the  cresylic  acid,  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  plastics  and  ortho- 
cresol  employed  in  the  synthesis  of 
selective  weed  killers.  Mr.  MacKenna 
added  :  "  If  tar  is  diverted  from  distilla- 
tion uses  the  diversion  will  not  be 
temporary  "  and  he  reiterated  that  the 
price  fixing  agreement  was  in  the  pub- 
lic interest.

cated by  the  Commission.

Phenol  in  Commercial  Quantities 

Sir, — I  am  interested  to  read  the 
letter  you  have  published  from  Mr. 
C.  F.  P.  Lowe  headed,  "  First  Com- 
mercial Phenol "  (C.  &  D.,  February 
13,  p.  172).  Evidently  Mr.  Lowe  has 
misread  or  perhaps  I  should  say  mis- 
interpreted a  vital  sentence  in  the  report 
published  in  your  issue  of  February  6. 
Most  certainly  Messrs.  F.  C.  Calvert 
were  the  first  in  the  world  to  produce 
commercial  phenol,  and  Mr.  Lowe's 
letter  confirms  that  my  grandfather  was 
associated  with  them  in  that  venture 
from  the  earliest  days.  In  1867  Robert 
Graesser  commenced  manufacture  on 
his  own  account  to  produce  pure 
phenol  in  large  commercial  quantities, 
and  when  I  entered  the  family  business, 
nearly  half  a  century  ago,  contracts  for 
100  tons  and  prompt  delivery  of  25  and 


50  tons  were  routine  business.  That  is 
what  I  mean  by  selling  on  a  commer- 
cial scale  as  distinct  from  producing  a 
quantity  of  commercial  phenol.  Mr. 
Lowe  refers  to  the  famous  Calverts 
carbolic  tooth-powder.  Indeed  I  remem- 
ber using  that  daily  as  a  small  child 
and  it  had  long  been  a  household  word. 
It  would  appear  from  Mr.  Lowe's  letter 
that  there  was  a  specialised,  or  what  we 
call  today  a  captive  use  for  a  large  pro- 
portion of  their  manufacture  in  the 
middle  and  latter  part  of  the  last  cen- 
tury. My  interpretation  of  a  "  commer- 
cial "  quantity  is  a  sale  of  at  least  25 
or  50  tons.

Future  Veterinary  Policy 

Sir, — I  understand  that  the  "  speci- 
ally convened  meeting "  which  you

I 
think  the  present  situation  unfortunate 
as  it  does  not  seem  long  since  both 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  were  promin- 
ently featuring  veterinary  and  agricul- 
tural articles  which  were  of  great 
interest  to  those  chemists  wishing  to 
keep  up  to  date  with  progress  in  such 
matters.  Apparently  phytopharmacy, 
veterinary  pharmacy,  etc.,  are  not  now 
to  have  the  encouragement  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  is  sincerely 
to  be  hoped  that  the  representatives 
present  at  that  special  meeting  will  not 
only  be  critical  of  the  Society's  future 
proposals  in  this  matter,  but  will  also 
be  usefully  constructive  in  formulating 
future  policy.  It  is  unfortunately  a  fact 
that  a  chemist  cannot  live  by  pharmacy 
alone,  at  least  not  at  present  in  this 
country.  Surely  chemists  should  not  be 
denied  these  drug  sales  and  prescrip- 
tions to  farmers.  Sales  of  such  items 
are  more  in  keeping,  surely,  with  a 
pharmaceutical  qualification  than  fancy 
bags,  compacts,  jewellery  and  the  other 
merchandise  which  some  chemists 
handle  in  order  to  help  subsidise  the 
National  Health  Service  and  pay 
annual  registration  fees  to  a  Society 
which  appears  fondly  to  cherish  the 
illusion  that  a  pharmacist  is  a  profes- 
sional man  in  a  100  per  cent, 
professional  job.

Escape  from  Paradise  ? 

Sir, — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
note  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
with  the  help  of  a  certain  newspaper 
and  a  London  magistrate,  have  man- 
aged to  persuade  the  Government  to 
control  Preludin.  The  magistrate  had 
(I  believe)  three  cases  of  Preludin 
malefaction  before  him  in  a  fortnight, 
so  remarked  it  must  be  a  "  mischie- 
vous "  drug.  That  erudite  remark  was 
widely  reported  in  the  Press  and  on 


radio.  How  many  people  were  under 
the  influence  of  gin  and  whisky  in  the 
same  period  was  not  reported  nor 
apparently  was  any  comment  made. 
One  wonders  to  what  they  are  going 
to  attribute  the  crime  wave  now  that 
Preludin  is  "  out."  If  my  ethical 
friends  are  impressed  by  the  opinion 
of  this  (and  one  or  two  other)  magi- 
strates, let  me  remind  them  that,  when 
the  CF.  scheme  came  up  for  review, 
five  High  Court  justices  could  not  find 
one  reason  why  the  chemist  should 
sell  medicines  any  more  than  the  baker 
the  grocer  and — let  us  not  forget — the 
tobacconist.  With  all  the  publicity  that 
that  has  had  it  is  surprising  that 
nobody  has  invented  a  Preludiniser  as 
well  as  a  Bertheliser  to  combat  that 
menace.  Before  we  all  become  too 
complacent  over  that  great  achieve- 
ment may  I  issue  a  reminder  that  the 
same  newspaper  that  killed  Preludin 
and  is  trying  to  kill  Persomnia  is  also 
trying  to  abolish  price  maintenance  in 
shops.  If  that  is  achieved  we  shall 
soon  become  a  profession  of  high 
ideals  and  low  profits  (or  none).  One 
thing  that  puzzles  me  is  that  the 
B.B.C.  described  Preludin  as  an 
"escapist"  drug;  if,  as  we  have  been 
repeatedly  told,  "  we  have  never  had  it 
so  good  "  what  are  we  all  escaping 
from?

A  "  Born  Teacher  "  Remembered 

Sir, — When  browsing  through  some 
old  books  recently  I  came  across  a  well- 
preserved  dried  specimen  of — if  my 
memory  serves  me  aright — Paris  quad- 
rifolia.  That  set  me  thinking  of  a  day 
forty-six  years  ago  and  of  a  very 
remarkable  man  :  the  late  Gilbert  Simp- 
son of  Robert  Gordon's  Technical  Col- 
lege, Aberdeen.  In  those  far-off  days 
the  number  of  full-time  pharmacy  stu- 
dents at  the  College  was  about  ten  at 
any  one  time.  Splendid  evening  classes 
were  also  available  and  most  intending 
pharmacists  worked  hard  at  them,  saved 
up  enough  for  three  months'  day  classes 
and  then  sat  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion. Gilbert  Simpson  taught  all  subjects 
at  both  day  and  evening  classes,  and  on 
the  one  night  in  the  week  when  he  had 
no  class  he  went  to  Aberdeen  Univer- 
sity and  studied  zoology.  He  was  a  born 
teacher  and  it  was  stark  tragedy  that 
he  should  die  at  so  early  an  age.  From 
a  man  of  his  character,  full  of  zest  for 
life,  quick  in  his  movements  and  with 
his  mind  well  stored  and  agile,  anec- 
dotes were  inevitable,  and  I  am  sure 
that  any  who  sat  under  him  at  that  time 
will  often  laugh  at  the  remembrance 
of  his  pranks.  Many  a  time  he  had 
told  us  that  somewhere  in  that  north- 
east corner  of  Scotland  there  was  a 
plant  that  was  a  monocotyledon  with 
dicetyledonous  venation  and  that  some 
day  he  would  find  it.  On  the  day  in 
question  he  found  it  near  Banchory  and 
I  find  it  difficult  even  now  to  describe 
the  transports  of  delight  into  which  this 
discovery  carried  him.

THE  annual  report  of  1959  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  board  of  examiners 
for  Scotland  repeatedly  refers  to  the 
necessity  for  candidates  carefully  to 
read  questions  before  attempting  them. 

Intermediate  Examination 

The  report  said  that  the  results  of  the 
botany  examinations  were,  in  general, 
adequate  but  still  many  candidates  suc- 
ceeded in  passing,  both  in  theory  and 
practical,  by  the  narrowest  margin. 

The  understanding  and  answering  of 
the  more  factual  type  of  question  was 
generally  good  but  basic  principles  were 
often  imperfectly  understood.  Where 
questions  other  than  factual  were  asked 
there  was  often  little  evidence  of  inde- 
pendent thought  in  the  answers.  Many 
candidates,  too,  still  failed  to  read  care- 
fully the  set  paper,  with  the  result  that 
failure  to  obtain  marks  was  often 
brought  about  by  irrevelant  detail. 

It  was  a  pleasure  to  report  that,  in 
the  anatomical  section  of  the  practical 
examination,  there  had  been  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  cutting,  staining 
and  mounting  of  sections.  Drawing  and 
interpretation,  however,  was  often 
lamentable,  particularly  the  drawing  of 
cells  seen  under  the  high  power  of  the 
microscope.  In  few  instances  were  the 
walls  of  the  cells  drawn,  so  that  cells 
remained  isolated  and  without  any  con- 
nection with  neighbouring  cells.  Floral 
morphology  had  steadily  improved  but 
the  drawing  of  the  vertical  section  of 
the  flower  was  still  treated  casually; 
too  often  a  text-book  figure  was  repro- 
duced, bearing  little  likeness  to  the 
specimen  provided.  That  criticism  was 
also  true  of  the  interpretations  of  the 
floral  diagram.  "  Spots "  should  be 
identified  botanically;  the  mere  naming 
of  a  specimen  was  not  enough. 

The  zoology  examinations  had  pro- 
duced the  usual  range  of  attainment, 
with  its  minority  of  good  and  very  good 
answers.  There  was  no  peculiar  secret 
about  poor  marks :  a  sufficient  know- 
ledge of  the  subject  would  always  gain 
its  due  reward.  One  all  too  common 
failing  was  of  tending  to  wander  off  the 
subject. 

In  answers  to  written  questions  many 
candidates  gave  adequate  descriptions 
of  the  structures  involved  in  some  pro- 
cess but  few  were  able  to  write  more 
than  briefly  on  the  function  of  those 
structures;  it  was  a  rarity  to  be  given 
even  the  barest  hint  of  the  chemical  and 
physical  processes  at  work. 

Performance  in  the  practical  exami- 
nations was  usually  poorer  than  in  the 
written.  The  genuinely  practical  parts 
(dissection  and  microscopic  prepara- 
tion) frequently  produced  disappoint- 
ing results,  and  gave  the  examiners  the 
impression  of  insufficient  practice.  Ques- 
tions involving  knowledge  of.  and 
comments  on  specimens  were  more 
competently  answered.  The  latter  type  of 
question  was  usually  in  a  form  demand- 
ing observation  and  an  application  of 
knowledge  rather  than  a  reproduction 
of  memorised  facts.  Though  poor  can- 
didates could  still  find  no  consolation 
in  such  questions,  in  spite  of  their  sim- 


plicity, many  encouraging  answers  con- 
tained intelligent  interpretations. 

A  few  candidates  sent  in  chemistry 
papers  proving  that  they  had  a  good 
understanding  of  the  subject.  The 
greater  number  of  passes,  however, 
were  gained  by  candidates  on  the  bor- 
der-line in  the  theory  paper  and  who 
made  up  leeway  in  the  practical  exami- 
nation. Fully  20  per  cent,  of  candidates 
answered  five  or  even  fewer  questions, 
showing  that  they  had  no  knowledge 
of  parts  of  the  syllabus.  One  was  forced 
to  conclude  that  too  many  candidates 
were  not  doing  sufficient  work  on  their 
own  and  were  expecting  to  gain  their 
knowledge  by  attendance  at  the  lecture 
courses  only.  The  fault  might  lie  in  can- 
didates starting  to  work  too  near  to  the 
examination  date.  In  many  papers  it 
was  evident  that  candidates  were  rely- 
ing on  memory  and  not  using  deduc- 
tive reasoning :  that  was  specially  evi- 
dent in  the  calculation  questions. 

The  practical  work  was  carried  out 
with  varied  success.  Many  lost  marks 
through  failing  to  complete  the  exami- 
nation. There  was  an  improvement  in 
the  qualitative  part  but  several  candi- 
dates tended  to  write  up  the  qualitative 
tests  not  as  they  were  carried  out  but 
at  the  end,  with  the  result  that  essen- 
tial details  were  not  reported. 

More  Practical  Work  Essential 

In  the  written  physics  examination 
candidates  generally  made  poor 
attempts  at  working  out  problems,  and 
much  more  practice  in  doing  all  kinds 
of  examples  was  obviously  essential. 
There  were  numerous  arithmetical  mis- 
takes, and  even  the  most  unlikely  values 
were  quoted  without  comment.  Answers 
to  the  bookwork  parts  of  the  mechanics 
questions  were  up  to  pass  standard  and 
the  heat  section  was  usually  well  done. 
The  optics  questions,  on  the  other  hand, 
were  badly  answered  and  poor  ray  dia- 
grams often  hindered  candidates  rather 
than  helped  them.  The  electrostatics 
questions  were  mostly  ignored,  and 
answers  to  the  electricity  questions 
were  variable,  the  bookwork  parts  being 
quite  well  answered  but  the  problems 
proving  a  stumbling  block. 

The  practical  work  was,  in  general, 
better  than  the  theory,  but  seldom  did 
a  candidate  produce  carefully  executed 
work.  Most  students  were  content  to 
rush  through  the  experiments  heedless 
of  accuracy.  Optical  bench  experiments 
with  lenses  and  mirrors  always  seemed 
badly  done.  In  metre  bridge  experi- 
ments students  did  either  very  well  or 
very  badly,  even  with  a  certain  amount 
of  assistance  in  the  actual  wiring  of 
what  might  have  been  an  unfamiliar 
type  of  bridge.  The  practice  of  drawing 
a  schematic  Wheatstone  network  and 
transferring  it  to  a  practical  layout  was 
rarely  done. 

Qualifying  Examination 

Despite  a  few  good  papers  in  both 
written  and  practical  pharmacognosy 
examinations,  the  general  standard  was 
low,  many  candidates  having  done  just 
sufficient  work  to  obtain  a  bare  pass 


mark.  As  always,  it  was  disappointing 
to  find  that  most  candidates  who  had 
been  referred  in  pharmacognosy  had 
not  made  a  determined  effort  to  learn 
the  subject  matter  before  resitting  the 
examination.  The  most  obvious  weak- 
ness throughout  was  in  the  microscopi- 
cal section  of  the  work  as  shown  by 
answers  on  microscopical  techniques 
and  the  inability  of  some  candidates  to 
make,  or  use,  suitable  preparations  in 
the  practical  examination.  The  peren- 
nial fault  of  not  reading  the  questions 
properly  was  again  evident.  Correct  in- 
formation not  required  was  sometimes 
given,  but  more  commonly  incorrect 
information  was  supplied,  often  the 
result  of  invention  to  expand  a  short 
answer.  Specific  details  when  required 
were  omitted. 

In  the  practical  examination  the  iden- 
tification of  commercial  samples  was, 
with  some  exceptions,  fairly  well  done, 
but  the  sources  of  the  drugs  were  often 
confused  or  unknown.  Laboratory  note- 
books reflected  the  scant  attention  some 
candidates  gave  to  practical  work. 

In  pharmaceutics  the  standard  of 
answers  in  theory  was  again  poor.  A 
large  majority  of  those  who  passed  did 
so  by  only  a  few  marks.  There  were 
few  outstanding  papers. 

A  question  on  elutriation  brought 
forth  answers  on  chromatography, 
apparently  due  to  confusion  between 
the  processes  of  elutriation  and  elution. 
That  illustrated  a  point  which  had  been 
commented  upon — namely  that  students 
failed  to  read  and  understand  the  ques- 
tion before  writing  an  answer. 

Line  drawings  of  apparatus  were 
badly  done.  A  question  on  a  steam- 
operated  autoclave  showed  that  too 
many  students  had  never  seen  such  an 
apparatus.  Another  on  the  formulation 
of  disinfectants  was  badly  answered, 
most  students  confining  their  answers  to 
the  preparation  of  one  disinfectant  with- 
out comment  on  general  principles. 
There  was  confusion  about  the  distinc- 
tion between  the  terms  "  bactericidal  " 
and  "  bacteriostatic." 

In  dispensing  there  were  still  many 
students  who  failed  to  complete  all  four 
exercises.  Labelling  and  finishing  of 
preparations  was  poor.  The  sealing  of 
ampoules  left  much  to  be  desired.  Can- 
didates approached  simple  calculations 
by  long  and  awkward  methods.  That 
gave  rise  to  too  many  calculation  errors. 

Laboratory  notebooks  showed  that 
most  students  received  adequate  courses 
of  practical  teaching.  Many  notebooks 
bore  remarks  by  the  teacher  indicating 
that  a  report  should  be  either  corrected 
or  rewritten,  but  that  was  seldom  done. 

For  the  first  time  at  the  practical  ex- 
aminations in  June,  students  had  been 
allowed  to  consult  text-books  and  lab- 
oratory notebooks.  Candidates  appeared 
to  spend  too  much  time  consulting 
books  instead  of  applying  their  know- 
ledge to  the  problem.  Time  was  spent 
copying  almost  word  for  word 
and  in  quite  a  few  cases  the  experiment 
copied  was  not  relevant  to  the  ques- 
tion asked  in  the  paper.  This  was  a 
pitfall  about  which  the  student  should 
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be  warned.  Students  should  also  remem- 
ber that  a  "  library  "  of  books  was  not 
necessary  and  that,  especially  in  an 
aseptic  laboratory,  it  was  undesirable  to 
have  the  bench  covered  with  books  to 
the  detriment  of  the  work  on  hand. 

On  the  whole  the  standard  in  the 
written  physiology  and  pharmacology 
papers  was  rather  better  than  in  1958. 
Questions  on  the  biochemical  part  of 
the  course  were  popular  and  attempted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  most  can- 
didates. Questions  with  an  obvious 
bearing  on  pharmacy  were  rather  better 
done  than  the  pure  physiology  ques- 
tions; but,  if  the  candidates  were  to 
become  members  of  a  profession  rather 
than  technicians,  some  appreciation  of 
fundamental  physiology  was  necessary. 
The  teaching  of  physiology  and  phar- 
macology should  stress  that  point  and, 
where  possible,  bring  in  practical  appli- 
cations so  that  the  limited  amount  of 
physiology  and  pharmacology  students 
learned  should  be  of  a  type  which 
would  help  in  that  respect. 

It  was  noticeable  that  the  use  of 
laboratory  note-books  did  not  influence 
to  any  large  extent  the  performance  in 
the  practical  examination.  As  in  former 
years  biochemical  tests  were  carried  out 


quite  well,  while  exercises  in  practical 
physiology  were  done  rather  badly.  The 
identification  of  histological  specimens 
was  better  than  in  past  years. 

Candidates  generally  gave  a  similar 
performance  in  the  written  paper  and 
in  the  oral  and  practical  test.  Here  the 
examiner  was  given  the  opportunity  to 
discuss  the  practical  work,  to  inspect 
the  laboratory  notebooks  and  question 
the  candidate  on  any  part  of  the  sylla- 
bus. The  practical  and  oral  were  invalu- 
able in  assessing  the  border-line  cases, 
usually  to  the  candidate's  advantage. 

A  few  excellent  pharmaceutical  chem- 
istry papers  showed  a  sound  knowledge 
and  appreciation  of  the  subject  and 
demonstrated  that  the  course  should 
not  be  beyond  the  ability  of  any  stu- 
dent prepared  to  put  in  the  work. 

Decided  weaknesses  in  some  sections 
appeared  to  be  recurrent  and  suggested 
that  the  generous  choice  in  the  question 
paper  led  some  students  to  concentrate 
on  certain  aspects  of  the  subject  to  the 
complete  neglect  of  others.  That  was 
shown  particularly  in: — (a)  Questions 
on  stereochemistry,  which  were  often 
neglected  or,  where  attempted,  poorly 
done;  (b)  chemical  nomenclature  of 
organic  compounds,  where  only  a  few 


of  the  better  candidates  appeared  to 
have  a  real  grasp  of  the  subject;  and 
(c)  chemical  calculations  where  mistakes 
of  a  most  elementary  character  fre- 
quently occurred.  Too  frequently  ques- 
tions were  answered  in  such  a  way  that 
purely  factual  information  was  given 
and  principles  were  completely  neg- 
lected. That  was  often  noticeable  in 
questions  involving  hydrogen-ion  con- 
centrations, principles  of  official  assays, 
choice  of  indicators,  etc. 

Candidates  in  the  practical  examina- 
tion were  still  careless  in  their  treatment 
of  the  equipment.  Manipulation 
appeared  at  times  to  be  amateurish  as  if 
exercises  were  being  performed  for  the 
first  time.  Calculations  with  obvious 
errors  were  too  commonly  handed  in 
unchecked. 

The  standard  attained  by  candidates 
in  the  forensic  pharmacy  examination 
continued  to  fall.  The  indications  were 
that  the  information  had  often  been 
only  recently  acquired.  Questions  set  on 
the  classification  of  substances  into 
their  appropriate  parts  of  the  Poisons 
List  and  into  their  Schedules  were  on 
the  whole  poorly  attempted,  and  some 
candidates  failed  to  give  their  answer 
in  tabular  form  as  demanded. 


UNSOLVED  PROBLEMS  IN  EMULSIONS 

A  review  and  recommendations  for  an  improved  terminology 


AT  a  joint  meeting  of  the  surface-activ- 
ity and  the  oils-and-fats  groups  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  Lon- 
don recently,  Dr.  C.  G.  Sumner 
(British  Standards  Institution)  gave  a 
paper  entitled  "  Emulsions  in  Theory 
and  Practice."  Dr.  Sumner  discussed 
the  present  indiscriminate  application 
of  the  term  "  emulsion "  to  systems 
made  by  emulsification,  irrespective  of 
whether  or  not  both  phases  were  liquid 
in  the  final  product.  He  then  outlined 
the  development  of  emulsion  techno- 
logy, and  pointed  out  that  the  theoreti- 
cal advances  that  had  had  the  most 
impact  on  technical  progress  were  all 
concerned  with  emulsifying  agents.  Out- 
standing among  them  was  the  develop- 
ment of  synthetic  surface-active  agents 
as  a  result  of  the  theory  of  molecular 
orientation  at  interfaces. 

Because  of  that  historical  back- 
ground, emulsion  theory  had  become 
concentrated  on  the  properties  of  the 
interfacial  film  as  such,  and  the  influ- 
ence of  the  film  on  the  mutual  rela- 
tions between  film-covered  droplets  in 
an  emulsion  had  received  comparatively 
little  attention.  There  were  three  main 
problems  to  be  considered  in  that  con- 
nection :  How  the  nature  of  the  emul- 
sifying film  determined  the  phase  rela- 
tionship in  the  emulsion;  how  the  film 
enabled  the  droplets  to  persist  without 
coalescence;  and  how  the  film  influ- 
enced the  bulk  properties  of  the  emul- 
sion (e.g.,  the  state  of  aggregation  and 
the  flow  properties).  Phase  relationship 
was  due  to  the  selective  action  of  the 
film  in  opposing  the  recoalescence  of 
droplets  of  one  liquid  but  not  of  the 
other:  the  mechanism  of  that  selective 
action  was  still  uncertain.  Persistence  of 
the  droplets  after  formation  of  the 
emulsion  was  an  allied  problem,  and  it 
was  not  yet  known  how  far  it  depended 
on  the  maintenance  of  a  layer  of  con- 


tinuous phase  between  droplets  even  on 
close  approach.  Flocculation  in  oil-in- 
water  emulsions  could  occur  if  the  con- 
centration of  emulsifying  agent  was 
either  too  low  or  too  high,  or  if  the 
agent  was  insufficiently  hydrophilic 
when  adsorbed  at  the  interface.  The 
viscosity  of  the  emulsion  was  increased 
by  flocculation,  but  another  possible 
factor  in  the  flow  of  concentrated  emul- 
sions was  the  effect  of  the  interfacial 
viscosity  or  rigidity  of  the  film  in 
opposine  distortion  of  the  droplets. 

Dr.  T.  Malkin  said  that  Dr.  Sum- 
ner had  referred  to  Dr.  Lawrence's 
remarks  on  how  little  was  known  about 
emulsions.  He  continued :  the  variables 
were  so  great  that  it  is  unlikely  any 
simple  theory  would  embrace  all  the 
phenomena.  In,  for  example,  the  coal- 
escence of  two  oil  drops  in  an  oil /water 
emulsion,  they  must  first  overcome  the 
electrical  double  layer  and  make  con- 
tact; then,  as  the  point  of  contact 
broadened  into  an  area,  the  surface- 
active  agent  at  the  junction  of  the  drops 
must  move  either  into  the  oil  or  into 
the  aqueous  phase  as  the  original  two 
surfaces  merged.  The  facility  of  that 
process  would  depend  on  the  size, 
shape,  and  character  of  the  hydropho- 
bic group  and  the  polarity,  shape  and 
hydrogen-bonding  power  of  the  hydro- 
philic group.  The  precise  part  played  by 
each  was  a  difficult  problem. 

Dr.  Sumner  agreed,  and  said  that 
one  of  the  main  objects  in  the  paper 
had  been  to  stimulate  interest  in  that 
and  other  neglected  aspects  of  emulsion 
behaviour. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Learmonth  said  that  Dr. 
Sumner's  discussion  seemed  to  imply 
that  the  oriented  molecules  at  the  inter- 
face were  static  and  even  bound  in  a 
rigid  structure.  He  had  spoken,  for  ex- 
ample, of  "  rupture  of  film."  It  seemed 
that  the  oriented  molecules  might  indi- 


vidually reverse  their  orientation  and 
the  frequency  with  which  that  occurred 
was  a  function  of  their  free  energy. 
Was  that  not  more  likely  and  could  it 
not  be  utilised  to  classify  at  least  the 
simpler  types  of  long-chain  molecules 
whose  energy  characteristics,  especially 
in  homologous  series,  were  perhaps 
known  by  now  in  fields  quite  outside 
that  of  emulsion  technology.  He  said 
that,  in  Dr.  Sumner's  discussion  of  pro- 
tein stabilisers,  he  had  gained  the 
impression  of  a  rigid  mechanical  struc- 
ture. Was  it  not  possible  that  a  degree 
of  movement  was  occurring?  In  the 
aqueous  phase  one  might  suppose  pro- 
tein molecules  to  be  capable  of  relative 
motion — related,  for  example,  to  the 
degree  of  hydration  and  to  the  varying 
strength  of  the  ionic  charges,  on  which 
data  was  accumulating. 

Dr.  Sumner,  in  answering,  said  that 
it  was  thought  that  the  molecules  in 
interfacial  films  were  not  static.  His 
reference  to  rigid  protein  films  was  to 
the  condensed,  three-dimensional  thick 
films  readily  built  up  from  protein 
monolayers,  and  did  not  imply  that  the 
individual  molecules  were  static. 

Dr.  R.  H.  Marriott  spoke  of  con- 
siderable interest  in  the  presence  of  a 
third  layer  of  materials  at  the  interface 
between  two  emulsified  immiscible 
liquids.  Experimental  work  in  his  lab- 
oratory to  measure  the  dimensions  of 
that  film  and  the  evidence  so  far 
obtained  in  the  case  of  an  emulsion  of 
water-in-oil  made  with  white  oil,  bees- 
wax and  a  mild  alkali  suggested  that 
that  third  state  behaved  as  though  it 
were  somewhat  crystalline  (ororientated) 
and  was  of  the  order  of  eight  mole- 
cule lengths  in  thickness.  Remembering 
the  molecular  length  of  the  beeswax 
esters,  that  is  significant.  The  presence 
of  such  a  boundary  increased  the 
volume  of  the  dispersed  phase,  so  that 
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the  emulsion  possessed  properties  that 
could  be  regarded  as  pseudo-thixo- 
tropic.  That  that  boundary  had  rigidity 
could  be  shown  under  the  microscope 
by  allowing  a  drop  of  the  emulsion  to 
dry  slowly  in  air  and  observing  the 
edge  of  the  droplet.  The  water  globules 
were  seen  to  begin  to  collapse  but  not 
iu  the  fashion  that  was  to  be  expected 
if  the  carapace  had  rubber-like  proper- 
ties. The  water  appears  to  be  lost  as 
vapour  through  the  thin  layer  of  the 
surrounding  oil,  and  the  globules  col- 
lapsed like  a  table-tennis  ball  crushed 
by  external  pressure.  The  remnants  of 
the  rigid  film  could  be  seen  as  an  inde- 
finitely shaped  residue. 

Dr.  Sumner  said  that  work  on  wax 
dispersions  which  he  had  carried  out 
indicated  that  the  emulsifying  agent 
formed  by  beeswax  and  alkali  was  dif- 
ferent in  character  from  an  ordinary 
soap.  The  transfer  of  liquid  from  a 
droplet  by  molecular  diffusion  through 


the  emulsifying  film  must  be  taken  into 
account  in  the  coalescence  of  droplets. 

Mr.  E.  D.  Gilbert  referred  to  a  ten- 
dency among  workers  in  emulsion 
chemistry  to  treat  the  interfacial  film 
as  if  it  were  a  fixed,  unchangeable 
structure,  once  it  was  formed.  That  was 
wrong.  The  interfacial  film  was  in  equil- 
ibrium with  both  phases,  and  changes 
in  the  composition  of  either  phase 
modified  its  structure,  and  affected 
stability.  The  effect  of  temperature  on 
emulsion  stability  could  be  explained  in 
the  same  way.  Simple  experiments  in 
the  solubilisation  of  kerosine  in  a  dilute 
solution  of  a  secondary  alkyl  sulphate 
illustrated  that,  and  he  referred  to  his 
paper  in  Proceedings  of  Second  Inter- 
national Congress  on  Surface  Activity, 
Volume  1.  He  went  on  to  say  that  those 
experiments  demonstrated  how  the  addi- 
tion of  electrolytes  (e.g.,  sodium  chlor- 
ide) improve  emulsion  stability,  con- 
trary to  the  belief  that  electrolytes  in- 


variably caused  instability.  It  was  some- 
times practicable  to  use  salts  to  improve 
the  stability  of  emulsions  based  on 
castor-oil  soaps. 

One  difficulty  was  the  lack  of  preci- 
sion in  the  terms  used.  For  example, 
the  word  inversion  had  been  used  to 
describe  (a)  phase  inversion  without 
separation;  (b)  phase  inversion  with 
partial  separation  of  one  phase;  and 
(c)  breakdown  of  the  emulsion  into 
two  phases.  The  surface-activity  group 
of  the  Society  could  contribute  to  the 
study  of  emulsions  by  helping  to  intro- 
duce precision  into  the  terminology  of 
the  subject. 

Dr.  Sumner  agreed  there  was  a  need 
for  more  precise  terminology.  Even  the 
term  "  emulsion "  was  used  ambigu- 
ously, and  it  would  be  helpful  to  have 
a  new  term  to  describe  a  system  that 
was  made  by  emulsification  but  was  not 
necessarily  an  emulsion  in  the  classical 
sense  under  the  conditions  of  use. 


METABOLISM  OF  THE  THYROID  HORMONES 

Ion-exchange  resins  in  a  new  research  technique 


PROFESSOR  P.  Blanquet  (Bordeaux 
University)  delivered  a  special  univer- 
sity lecture  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
University  of  London,  recently.  His 
subject  was  "  Ion-exchange  Resins  and 
Thyroid  Metabolism,"  a  field  in  which, 
as  professor  of  pharmaceutical  physics, 
he  had  conducted  researches. 

Radioactive  Iodine  as  Tracer 

The  technique  upon  which  investi- 
gation of  the  thyroid  hormones  was 
based,  said  the  lecturer,  depended 
upon  the  introduction  of  I3T  into  the 
molecules  of  compounds  elaborated  by 
the  thyroid.  The  thyroid  amino  acids 
utilising  iodine  (and  of  particular 
interest  in  the  work)  were  monoiodo- 
tyrosine;  diiodotyrosine;  and  thyroxine. 
The  "T  was  injected  into  rats,  and  the 
individual  acids,  separated  by  ion- 
exchange  resins,  were  estimated  by 
routine  counting.  Ion-exchange  resins 
used  in  experimental  work  were  Dorvex 
I  and  Dorvex  50.  Those  were  chosen 
for  their  particle  size  (200^00  mesh, 
averaging  74-38  microns)  and  cross- 
linkage.  The  small-mesh  powder 
favoured  a  fast  reaction  rate  but 
increased  rates  of  flow.  Low  level  cross- 
linked  resins  had  a  low  diffusion  rate 
and  low  mechanical  strength.  All  ion- 
exchange  resins  showed  selective  pre- 
ferences, and  for  Dorvex  I  the  selec- 
tivity coefficients  for  iodine  com- 
pounds were,  in  decreasing  order: 
Bisulphate;  nitrate;  bromide;  cyanide; 
and  bisulphite. 

A  sample  of  thyroid  tissue  was 
ground  in  normal  saline,  and  a  buffer 
added  after  adjustment  of  pH.  The 
material  was  then  hydrolysed  by  diges- 
tion with  pancreation  for  seventy-two 
hours,  the  pH  being  adjusted  every 
twenty-four  hours.  The  hydrolysate  was 
placed  on  the  top  of  a  column  measur- 
ing 1-5  cm.  in  diameter  and  13  cm.  in 
depth,  and  washed  with  2N  NaOH  and 
water.  Subsequent  elution  was  carried 
out  using  0-2N  HC1  with  35  per  cent, 
of  nembutanol.  Alternatively  the  0-2N 
HC1  could  be  combined  with  175  per 
cent,  of  isoamylic  alcohol.  Fractions 
of  1  mil  were  collected  and  tested  for 


purity  by  chromatography.  After  identi- 
fication the  amino  acids  containing  the 
labelled  "T  were  estimated  using  a 
counter.  Estimations  made  at  different 
stages  of  metabolism  showed  that 
mainly  monoiodotyrosine  had  been 
formed  thirty  minutes  after  injection  of 
mI;  after  two  hours  the  production  of 
mono-  and  diiodotyrosine  was  observed; 
after  three  to  four  hours,  thyroxine 
first  appeared;  after  twelve  hours, 
thyroxine  was  strongly  present;  and  in 
twenty-four  hours  the  thyroxine  con- 
tent was  still  increasing. 

Professor  Blanquet  then  turned  to 
the  work  in  California  of  Dr.  Lawrence 
(who  was  present  in  the  audience).  It 
had  demonstrated  the  use  and  value  of 
the  technique  for  estimating  labelled 
thyroid  amino  acids.  The  Californian 
method  duplicated  the  use  of  high- 
energy  particles  beamed  selectively  in 
the  treatment  of  mammary  cancer.  The 
beam,  made  up  of  protons  400  mev, 
neutrons  800  mev  and  cc  particles,  was 
selectively  focused  on  the  pituitary 
body  using  vertical  and  horizontal 
radiographs  to  show  "  target  "  shadows 
and  ensure  accuracy.  A  dosage  of  15- 
20,000  rep  was  sufficient  to  suppress 
pituitary  function.  Cyclotron-irradiated 
rats  showed  a  low  mI  uptake  side  by 
side  with  a  low  concentration  of  amino 
acids  in  the  gland.  The  thyroxine  con- 
tent of  the  gland  was  also  at  the  limits 
of  detection.  Those  results  from  radia- 
tion effects  paralleled  effects  produced 
by  surgical  hypophsectomy.  The  power 
of  utilisation  of  plasma  organic  iodine 
was  reduced,  and  the  weight  of  the 
endocrines  decreased. 

A  later  experiment  required  a  finer 
focusing  of  the  beam,  which  was 
reduced  to  1  sq.  mm.  The  areas  irradia- 
ted were  also  checked  by  histological 
examination  and  the  speaker  illustrated 
by  means  of  slides  the  exact  siting  of 
beam  focus.  Thyroid  amino  acid  deter- 
minations showed,  he  said,  that  after 
irradiation  there  were  diminished 
uptakes  of  iodine  and  of  amino  acids 
by  the  thyroid.  In  a  trial  using  thirty 
rats,  all  of  which  were  twenty-eight 
days  old,  a  point  nearer  the  centre  of 


the  gland  had  been  irradiated  by  a  1  sq. 
mm.  beam,  giving  a  dose  of  20,000  rep. 
Estimations  showed  that,  twenty-four  to 
forty-eight  hours  after  irradiation,  the 
mono-  and  di-iodo  amino  acids  were  at 
normal  levels,  in  contrast  with  the 
thyroxine  content,  which  was  reduced 
to  half  normal.  The  experiment  showed 
that  the  thyroxine  reaction  had  been 
inhibited. 

"  Feed-back  "  Mechanism 

Using  slides  to  demonstrate  the  blood 
flow  through  the  pituitary,  the  speaker 
explained  how  the  normal  thyroxine 
content  of  the  blood  acted  as  a  "  feed 
back  "  to  inhibit  the  production  of  the 
thyroid  stimulating  hormone  (TSH).  He 
also  mentioned  a  technique  whereby 
thyroxine  had  been  introduced  by 
micro  injection  directly  into  the  anterior 
pituitary,  with  resulting  inhibition  of 
TSH  after  some  hours.  Direct  injection 
into  the  pituitary  caused  immediate 
inhibition  of  TSH. 

Professor  Blanquet  then  turned  to  the 
determination  of  iodine  compounds  in 
plasma,  using  an  ion-exchange  resin. 
The  apparatus  used  consists  of  two 
columns  30-40  mm.  long  and  7  mm.  in 
diameter.  In  one  he  used  Dorvex  50  x  2 
(200-400  mesh),  and  the  second  con- 
tained Dorvex  1  x  2  (200^100  mesh). 
In  practice,  he  said,  he  used  a  4-miI 
sample  of  plasma,  which  was  eluted 
with  15  mils  of  water  or  normal  saline. 
The  yield  was  estimated  for  iodine  and 
the  eluent  was  then  passed  through  the 
second  column  to  provide  fraction  2. 
A  third  fraction  was  obtained  by 
eluting  with  2N  ammonia.  Fraction  2 
was  chromatographed  with  trypsin 
hydrolysis  to  show  the  presence  of  the 
iodinated  amino  acids.  Fraction  3  con- 
sisted of  the  thyroxine  present.  The  use 
of  enzyme  hydrolysis  was  to  free  the 
hormone  present  from  possible  com- 
bination with  globulin  or  other  protein 
substance. 

Professor  Linnell  (dean  of  the 
school)  said  he  was  delighted  to  break 
tradition  by  proposing  a  formal  vote  of 
thanks.

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Towards  a  Veterinary  Policy 

The  long  reticence  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  on  anything  to  do  with  the  veterinary  sales 
of  chemists,  broken  recently  and  in  part  by  a  statement 
issued  to  branch  secretaries  and  the  convening  of  a 
meeting  open  to  the  secretary  and  one  other  appointee 
of  each  branch,  is  greatly  to  be  deplored,  though  those 
manifestations  of  a  change  of  attitude  are  to  be  wel- 
comed so  far  as  they  go.  No  doubt  the  Council  has 
not  wished  to  direct  too  prominent  notice  to  its  errors 
of  omission  in  the  years  around  1948,  when,  instead  of 
ensuring  a  flow  of  interesting  professional  pharma- 
ceutical work  including  handling  the  anticipated  veterin- 
arians' prescriptions,  it  seems  merely  to  have  provided 
the  means  by  which  veterinary  surgeons  have  developed 
a  closer  "  closed  shop "  than  the  promoters  of  the 
Restrictive  Practices  Act  could  have  dreamed  about.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  at  that  time,  the  majority 
of  retail  chemists  were  so  attracted  by  the  potentialities 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  perhaps  so  bemused 
by  the  hint  of  large  cheques  for  those  services,  that 
they  were  inclined  to  think  that  at  long  last  "  pure  " 
pharmacy  might  after  all  pay  off.  Many  will  recall  how 
they  invested  in  new  equipment  to  cater,  for  example, 
for  the  dispensing  of  antibiotics,  and  how  some  sought 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act  licences.  The  Society's 
spokesmen  encouraged  that  trend,  promising — if  not  in 
so  many  words — purer  pharmacy  to  come!  One  point 
that  should  strike  any  pharmacist  studying  the  Council's 
recent  agricultural /veterinary  memorandum  is  that  it 
does  not  affect  solely  a  few  retailers  or  even  only  the 
country  chemists,  since  kennels,  stables,  chicken  bat- 
teries, etc.,  are  not  infrequent  today  in  urban  areas, 
and  there  are  domestic  pets  to  be  considered.  Many 
veterinary  surgeons  find  small-animal  practice  a  most 
lucrative  part  of  their  work — and  of  course  they  do 
their  own  dispensing.  It  would  appear  that  the  mem- 
orandum, if  ratified,  could  empower  the  Council  to 
recommend  members  to  cease  making  agricultural/ 
veterinary  sales  if  they  have  inadequate  storage  space 
or  insufficient  knowledge  of  the  products  sold.  On  that 
reasoning  it  should  only  be  a  matter  of  time  before 
members  would  be  advised  to  cease  cosmetic /perfumery 
sales  in  favour  of  the  better  organised  hairdressers! 
How  many  veterinary  surgeons  own  a  British  Veterin- 
ary Codex  is  not  known,  nor,  if  they  do,  how  much  it 
is  used  for  reference.  According  to  farmers'  comments, 
a  fair  number  of  animal  medicine  hawkers  exist  who 
are  without  technical  knowledge  of  their  goods.  We 


believe  that  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1950,  was 
introduced  primarily  to  ensure  more  satisfactory  stan- 
dards for  the  veterinary  medicines  they  controlled.  How- 
ever, farm  travellers  are  rarely  pharmaceutical  chem- 
ists. If  a  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  is  capable 
of  interpreting  pharmacopceial  requirements  and  fulfill- 
ing the  nation's  prescription  needs  for  human  patients, 
he  should  be  equally  capable  of  interpreting  the  British 
Veterinary  Codex  and  its  addenda  without  the  need  for 
further  qualifications.  All  he  needs  is  the  confidence  of 
the  veterinary  surgeons  and  the  issue  of  their  pre- 
scriptions for  compounding.  While  the  Society's  mem- 
orandum recommends  "on  the  grounds  of  public  advan- 
tage and  professional  relationship  "  that  the  pharmacist 
should  work  in  harmony  with  the  veterinary  surgeon 
rather  than  regarding  him  as  a  rival,  such  professional 
co-operation  ought  always  to  be  a  reciprocal  affair. 

Those  are  the  things  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  concentrating  on  efforts  to  improve.  It  is 
known  that,  in  many  overseas  markets,  including  the 
neighbouring  one  of  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  phar- 
macists are  not  under  such  handicaps,  from  a  veterinary 
supplies  point  of  view,  as  their  opposite  numbers  in 
Britain.  We  hope  that  some  member  present  at  the 
meeting  on  February  24  will  be  courageous  enough  to 
ventilate  these  aspects  of  the  problem. 

Poisons  Problems  Ahead 

There  is  evidence  that  the  last  statement  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (C.  &  D .,  February  13, 
p.  176)  has,  unlike  its  predecessor,  been  carefully  pre- 
pared. Had  but  the  same  consideration  been  given  to 
the  original  statement  then  the  need  for  the  others 
might  not  have  arisen. 

The  new  statement  is,  if  course,  an  attempted  justifi- 
cation of  the  Council's  policy,  and  generally  speaking 
achieves  its  object.  We  agree  that,  in  certain  circum- 
stances, members  of  the  public  are  entitled  to  expect 
pharmacy  to  set  the  standard  in  protecting  their  inter- 
ests. It  is  regrettable  that  the  public  do  not  always 
appreciate  the  service  they  are  given,  but  that  is  not 
the  point  at  issue. 

To  claim  credit  because,  when  the  original  statement 
by  the  Council  was  issued,  the  comment  in  the  public 
Press  of  all  kinds  was  widespread  and  invariably  fav- 
ourable to  the  Council's  policy  is  somewhat  naive  in 
view  of  the  furore  the  statement  caused  among  the 
Society's  members. 

Whatever  the  belated  merits  of  the  arguments,  how- 
ever, members  are  now  likely  to  be  faced  with  more 
problems  as  the  result  of  the  Council's  recent  attempts 
at  controlling  sales  of  products  and  the  entry  of  the 
Poisons  Board  into  that  picture. 

Comparing  the  products  listed  in  the  Council's  state- 
ment on  C.N.S.  drugs  with  those  that  are  to  be  con- 
trolled according  to  the  Home  Office  proposals,  we 
note  that  the  lists  do  not  coincide.  Thus  no  mention  is 
made  in  the  Home  Office  lists  of  deanol,  ethinamate. 
methylprylone,  dichloralphenazone  or  glutethimide.  It 
is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  the  Poisons  Board  over- 
looked the  existence  of  those  drugs,  and  it  must  there- 
fore be  supposed  that  those  items  were  considered  for 
inclusion  in  the  lists  of  controlled  products,  but  not 
recommended. 

The  final  list  of  substances  to  be  controlled  will  not 
be  known  until  the  Statutory  Instruments  are  available. 
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Mr.  R.  A.  Butler  (Secretary  of  State  Home  Department) 
indicated  in  a  written  Parliamentary  answer  that,  sub- 
ject to  the  consideration  of  any  representations  of  those 
concerned,  he  proposed  to  give  effect  to  the  recommen- 
dations so  soon  as  practicable  (C.  &  D.,  February  13 
p.  171). 

If  the  proposals  released  last  week  are  adopted  and 
translated  into  Statutory  Instruments,  the  pharmacist 
is  likely  to  be  placed  in  an  awkward  situation  unless 
the  Society's  Council  either  withdraws  the  Statement  on 
C.N.S.  drugs  or  amends  the  list  so  that  it  coincides  with 
the  proposals  of  the  Poisons  Board  as  translated  into 
Statutory  Instruments. 

As  we  stated  last  week,  if  the  proposals  are  adopted, 
prescriptions  involving  the  new  scheduled  poisons  need 
not  be  written  out  in  so  detailed  a  manner  as  is  required 
by  the  present  Fourth  Schedule  restrictions.  All  that  is 
to  be  required  is  that  the  prescription  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  person  giving  it  with  his  usual 
signature,  dated  by  him.  It  would  appear  that  there  are 
to  be  no  restrictions  on  the  number  of  times  such 
prescriptions  may  be  dispensed. 

Closer  study  of  the  proposals  indicates  that  the 
inclusion  of  the  active  principles  of  the  suprarenal  gland 
in  the  new  schedule  probably  embraces  more  products 
than  were  originally  intended.  For  example,  adrenaline 
in  asthma  inhalants  and  ointments  would  appear  to 
come  within  the  orbit  of  control. 

Since  a  case  appears  to  have  been  made  out  for  the 
exclusion  from  control  of  cestrogenic  and  androgenic 
substances  when  in  preparations  for  external  use  only, 
similar  treatment  could  very  well  be  considered  for 
adrenaline  preparations. 

Medicine's  Private  Sector 

Once  more  an  aspect  of  the  National  Health  Service 
has  become  a  subject  of  party  politics,  to  be  debated 
with  heat  and  fire  by  the  practising  parliamentarians. 
It  is  the  problem  whether  or  not  the  private  patients  of 
general  practitioners  should  be  able  to  obtain  their 
drugs  on  the  same  "  free "  basis  as  National  Health 
Service  patients. 

The  politics  of  the  problem  do  not  concern  us.  We 
are,  however,  concerned  that  any  such  innovation,  if 
introduced,  shall  not  react  unfavourably  on  pharmacists. 

The  matter  came  up  in  the  House  of  Commons 
through  the  tabling  of  a  motion  by  Mr.  Anthony 
Marlowe,  Q.C.,  asking  the  Government  to  introduce 
legislation  to  enable  private  patients  to  obtain  medi- 
cines on  the  same  terms  as  apply  to  National  Health 
Service  patients.  Mr.  Laurence  Pratt,  who  is  a  national 
organiser  of  the  Medical  Practitioners'  Union,  at  once 
tabled  an  amendment  to  the  motion  deploring  "  the 
attempt  to  remove  any  effective  control  over  Govern- 
ment expenditure  on  drugs  by  providing  them  free  to  ' 
private  patients." 

How  would  Mr.  Marlowe's  motion,  if  adopted,  affect 
the  various  groups  of  persons  concerned  with  the  Ser- 
vice at  present?  The  patient  would  be  faced  with  the 
choice — or  dilemma — of  paying  or  not  paying  for  his 
consultation.  By  way  of  benefit  for  being  a  paying 
patient  he  would  undoubtedly  expect  an  increase  in 
service  in  some  way  or  other.  He  would  consider  that 
the  act  of  paying  would  increase  the  practitioner's  in- 
debtedness to  him,  in  some  such  way  as  to  give  him  a 
greater,  and  especially  a  high-priority,  lien  on  the  prac- 
titioner's time.  That  could  not  but  place  in  a  difficult 


position  the  general  practitioner  who  wished  to  remain 
in  the  Service  and  at  the  same  time  engage  in  private 
practice.  In  a  clash  of  loyalties  it  is  doubtful  if 
either  patient  or  practitioner  would  be  the  gainer.  How- 
ever, there  is  the  motive  behind  the  Parliamentary 
motion  that  private  practice  has  dwindled  because  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  that  its  decline  should  be 
arrested.  There  is  a  suggestion  that  it  is  concerned  only 
with  a  minority,  and  to  that  extent  the  problem  of 
loyalties  may  be  hypothetical  and  limited  rather  than 
acute  and  general.  It  would  also  be  argued,  no  doubt, 
that  no  such  result  appears  to  have  arisen  in  the  special- 
ist branch  of  the  Service,  where  surgeons  and  psychia- 
trists seem  often  satisfactorily  to  handle  both  National 
Health  Service  and  private  patients.  The  motion  of  Mr. 
Marlowe  is  understood  to  have  the  support  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  which  during  1958  and 
1959  took  part  in  discussions  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  from  which  a  workable  scheme  is  reported  to 
have  been  prepared  that  would,  if  it  were  operated,  give 
the  Ministry  power  to  control  the  type  of  private  prac- 
tice envisaged. 

Unless  the  general  practitioners  were  subject  to  some 
degree  of  control,  as  under  the  present  system,  it  is  to 
be  doubted  if  the  scheme  would  ever  receive  the 
approval  of  a  government  of  any  political  colour,  if 
only  because  any  government  would  try  to  avoid  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  drug  bill.  That  has  no  doubt 
been  the  main  reason  why  Ministers  of  Health  have 
withstood  previous  demands  for  similar  legislation. 

Not  all  doctors  are  agreed  about  providing  "  two 
levels  of  attention  "  (see  Lancet,  February  13,  p.  373). 

However,  during  December  1959  the  present  Minister 
of  Health  (Mr.  Derek  Walker-Smith)  said  that  the 
Government  was  concerned  to  preserve  private  medical 
practice  (C.  &  D.,  December  5,  1959,  p.  499)  and  that, 
if  the  present  position  "  prevents  any  substantial  num- 
ber of  people  from  availing  themselves  of  it  who  would 
otherwise  do  so,"  the  Government  would  consider  the 
question  of  amending  the  National  Health  Service  legis- 
lation. If  there  were  to  be  an  amendment  of  the 
Service  because  the  private  practice  of  the  general  prac- 
titioner was  threatened,  then  pharmacy  might  rightly 
claim  similar  consideration,  because  it  is  exposed  to  a 
parallel  threat.  Before  the  coming  of  the  National 
Health  Service  many  pharmacies  looked  to  private  dis- 
pensing for  the  nucleus  of  their  professional  work, 
and  there  must  be  many  pharmacists  today  whose  dis- 
pensing experience  was  gained  and  whose  income  sub- 
stantially benefited  from  a  high-class  private  dispensing 
connection.  It  was  work  carried  out  in  the  highest 
professional  manner  and  furthermore  it  was  not  limited 
by  handicaps  such  as  a  container  allowance  worked 
out  to  two  decimal  places  of  a  penny.  It  was,  in  fact, 
work  parallel  in  its  application  to  the  private  practice 
of  the  general  practitioner. 

The  display  of  craftsmanship  for  which  private  dis- 
pensing gave  opportunity  to  many  pharmacists  resulted 
in  satisfactions  they  do  not  always  find  under  the 
National  Health  Service.  Some  pharmacists  would  cer- 
tainly prefer  to  be  able  to  exist  on  private  dispensing 
rather  than  depend  on  the  contract,  and  none  would 
regard  it  as  equitable  that  the  present  limited  amount 
of  private  dispensing  should  be  sacrificed  in  the  name 
of  safeguarding  private  medical  practice.  It  would  be 
unreasonable  to  demand  such  a  sacrifice  for  such  a 
reason.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

Being  unacquainted  with  the  Russian  language  and  alphabet 
one  was  apt  to  feel  rather  isolated  at  the  Exhibition  of 
Soviet  books  and  periodicals  staged  at  the  Festival  Hall, 
London,  February  6-19.  That  feeling  was  soon  mitigated 
on  encountering  a  book  described  in  the  catalogue  as:  — 
"  P.  Rosentsweig,  Technology  of  Producing  Medicine,  A 
Text-book."  The  book  was  in  a  dark-blue  binding  and  con- 
sisted of  375  pages.  It  was  priced  at  6  roubles  40  copecks 
(about  lis.).  Opening  its  pages  was  like  meeting  an  old 
friend  in  a  new  dress.  One  of  the  first  items  noted  was  a 
prescription  containing  aspirin  and  later  (in  Roman  type)  a 
chemical  reaction  indicating  an  incompatibility:  — 

CaCl2  +  Na2  HPO<  ->  CaHPO,  +  2  NaCl. 
"  Solutio  arsenicalis  Fowled  "  was  also  recognised,  as  was 
"  Oleum  Caulteriae  (methylium  salicylicum)."  Line  drawings 
and  colour  plates  in  "  Medicinal  Herbs  in  the  U.S.S.R.,  S. 
Zemlinsky,  1959,"  depicting  Conium  maculatum,  Digitalis 
purpurea,  Atropa  belladonna,  and  Rheum  rhaponticum 
established  a  similar  bridge.  A  text-book  of  physiology  pre- 
sented in  English,  edited  by  Academician  K.  M.  Bykov  and 
published  by  the  Foreign  Languages  Publishing  House,  was 
given  a  pride  of  place  in  a  section  devoted  to  books  dealing 
with  medicine.  One  looked  in  vain  for  Russian  equivalents 
to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  and  wished  the  books  had  been  indexed  to  enable 
easy  recognition.  After  the  exhibition  the  books  are,  it  is 
understood,  being  "  turned  over  "  to  the  appropriate  British 
organisations  for  "  presentation  to  the  country's  libraries 
and  other  cultural  establishments."  That  could  well  mean 
a  re-encounter  with  P.  Rosentsweig. 

The  appointment  of  a  new  Government  Chemist  (C.  &  D., 
February  13,  p.  167).  reminds  us  that  the  Laboratory  of  the 
Government  Chemist,  which  is  the  oldest  Government 
chemical  laboratory,  provides  a  wide  variety  of  analytical 
and  advisory  services.  In  addition,  it  has  a  statutory  function 
as  official  analyst  or  referee  in  cases  of  disputed  analyses 
under  various  Acts  of  Parliament,  including  the  analysis  of 
the  third  portion  of  a  National  Health  Service  test  prescrip- 
tion dispensed  in  England  and  Wales,  where  that  is  called 
for.  As  a  result  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Linstead 
Committee,  the  Laboratory  was  transferred  from  the  Trea- 
sury to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
in  July  1959. 

LECTURES    UPON  PHARMACY 

THE  PRESERVATION  OF  SIMPLES 

By  William  Cullen,  M.D.  (circa  1760) 
In  the  preservation  of  simples,  when  collected,  two  things 
are  principally  to  be  avoided,  viz.  Dissipation  and  fermenta- 
tion. For  the  preservation  of  many  substances,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  they  be  dried,  but  in  the  process  some  of  their 
volatile  parts  fly  off  with  the  moisture  that  they  contain.  To 
lessen  this  inconvenience,  we  are  advised  by  some  to  dry 
them  in  shade  by  slow  degrees;  and  by  others,  we  are  told 
to  dry  them  in  the  sun  quickly.  I  believe  sudden  drying  is 
best,  where  the  heat  does  not  exceed  the  solar  heat  (and  even 
that  not  too  intense)  and  the  place  where  the  vegetables  are 
exposed  is  Sufficiently  ventilated.  I  have  always  observed 
that  a  change  in  the  Qualities  of  Vegetables  is  always 
attended  with  a  change  of  colour;  we  may  therefore  con- 
clude that  vegetables  are  most  perfectly  preserved  when 
they  retain  their  native  colour.  The  dissipation  of  the  vola- 
tile parts  is  not  always  intended,  they  are  sometimes  dissi- 
pated with  advantage.  Thus,  Tobacco,  which  when  green  is 
a  violent  emetic  and  narcotic,  may  be  rendered,  by  drying 
only,  pectoral  and  diuretic.  White  Hellebore  may  be  made 
a  manageable  medicine  by  the  same  means.  Squills  were 
formerly  supposed  to  contain  all  their  virtues  in  a  volatile 
part,  but  now  we  know  they  may  be  dried  with  advantage. 
In  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to  dry  our  Subject  at  all  with- 
out losing  its  virtues;  and  then  we  must  use  them  recent,  or 
subject  them  to  a  chemical  process  for  obtaining  their  parts. 


NEW  FILMS 

The  Challenge 

Disinfestation,  Ltd.,  16  Dover  Street,  London,  W.l.  Run- 
ning time,  20  minutes.  16  mm.  Colour.  Sound. 
How  human  society  is  challenged  by  the  rat  is  the  theme 
of  this  film.  Introductory  pictures  show  the  rat  in  history, 
and  then  throughout  the  film  there  are  stark  contrasts  be- 
tween normal,  peaceful,  happy  scenes  and  rats  at  work 
behind  the  scenes.  For  instance,  there  is  a  picture  of  the 
Port  of  London  followed  by  a  shot  of  a  rat  slipping  ashore 
down  a  mooring  rope.  There  is  a  scene  in  the  shopping  cen- 
tre of  a  country  town,  followed  by  a  close-up  of  a  rat 
entering  a  broken  air  vent.  Below  ground,  we  are  shown 
rats  inhabiting  sewers,  and  emphasis  is  laid  on  their  disease- 
carrying  activities.  The  film  includes  laboratory  shots  show- 
ing how  scientists  are  waging  war  on  rodents.  Although  the 
subject  is  an  horrific  one  the  film  presents  its  theme  in  both 
an  artistic  and  educational  way. 

Doctors'  Hobbies  Exhibition,  1959

Holmes  Chapel,  Ches.  Running  time,  18  minutes.  16  mm. 
Colour.  Sound. 

Those  who  were  not  able  to  visit  the  doctors'  hobbies 
exhibition  organised  by  Benger  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  in  1959 
(see  C.  &  .D.,  December  5,  1959,  p.  508)  may  now  have  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  high  quality  of  items  produced  by 
doctors  during  their  leisure  hours.  Subjects  range  from 
painting,  photography,  authorship  and  musical  composition 
to  sculpture,  ceramics,  woodwork,  electrical  work  and  engi- 
neering. Also  included  are  fine  collections  of  antiques, 
stamps  and  miscellaneous  items.  The  atmosphere  is  height- 
ened by  contrasting  theme  music,  part  of  which  is  a  macabre 
selection  from  the  Quatermass  serial,  and  a  descriptive 
commentary  read  by  Duncan  Carse.  The  film  should  stimu- 
late interest  among  doctors  to  provide  further  examples  of 
their  hobbies  at  succeeding  exhibitions.

Instructions  are  provided  for  inserting 
this  issue  in  the  service-volume  binder  so  that  the  new 
pages  are  placed  in  the  correct  position. 

A  Textbook  of  Pharmaceutical  Arithmetic 

MERVYN  J.  huston,  Ph.D.  Canadian  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada.  Pp.  109. 
9  x  6  in.  $3  (Canadian). 
Arithmetical  calculations  depend  on  two  things :  on  previ- 
ously-agreed-upon  definitions,  such  as  what  constitutes 
proof  spirit,  or  what  strength  is  a  particular  stock  solution, 
and  on  methods  of  using  such  data  to  obtain  information 
on  the  numerical  quantities  involved  in  particular  cases. 
This  book  deals  exhaustively  with  both  of  them.  While  the 
methods  are  essentially  the  same  as  those  learned  at  school, 
it  is  essential  that  those  responsible  for  putting  medicines 
into  the  hands  of  members  of  the  public  should  be  able  to 
calculate  with  much  more  confidence  than  the  average 
school  pupil.  By  means  of  the  numerous  worked  examples 
on  all  types  of  problem,  the  reader  should  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  learning  how  to  apply  his  earlier  arithmetical  educa- 
tion. All  the  standard  basic  information  that  one  could 
possibly  require — definitions  of  percentages,  specific  gravity, 
etc. — is  clearly  explained  and  readily  found  from  the  ade- 
quate index  and  table  of  contents.  Attention  has  been  paid 
to  dosage  calculations,  with  special  explanations  of  dose 
relative  to  body-weight  and  to  the  age  of  patient — children 
and  very  old  people  require  only  a  proportion  of  the  usual 
adult  dose — and  the  rules  are  given.  The  final  chapter  con- 
sists of  100  varied  revision  problems.  British,  American  and 
metric  systems  are  explained,  and  throughout  the  text  it  is 
clear  which  system  is  being  used.  Appendices  give  tables  of 
weights  and  measures,  relationships  of  units,  equivalents  for 
doses  and  answers  to  the  revision  examples. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


OFFICERS  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  are  to  meet  representatives  of  the 
Irish  Medical  Association  to  discuss  difficulties  aris- 
ing from  the  recent  imposition  of  duty  on  the  importation 
of  medicinal  tablets  into  the  Republic.  That  was  agreed  at 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  held  in  Dublin  on 
February  9,  at  which  Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan  (president)  was  in 
the  chair.  The  decision  followed  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the 
Association  inviting  the  Council  to  send  representatives  to 
discuss  the  position. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  suggested  that  the  Council  should 
accept  the  invitation  to  discuss  the  position  in  regard  to 
certain  therapeutic  substances  that  did  not  come  under 
any  poison  schedule.  Such  substances  could  in  theory  be 
sold  over  the  counter. 

The  Registrar  announced  that  New  Year  greetings  had 
been  received  from  the  president  and  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  of  Western  Australia  and  from  the 
bureau  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  at 
The  Hague.  Dr.  J.  H.  M.  Winters  (secretary-general  of  the 
I.P.F.)  also  wrote  inviting  the  Council  to  send  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  eighteenth  general  assembly  and  to  the 
twentieth  International  Congress  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences, 
which  is  to  be  held  in  Copenhagen  from  August  29  to  Sep- 
tember 2.  Mr.  M.  Costello  (the  Council's  I.P.F.  representa- 
tive) was  unanimously  deputed  to  attend.  Dr.  Winters  also 
pointed  out  in  his  letter  that  any  proposals  which  the  Coun- 
cil might  wish  to  have  discussed  at  the  Assembly  should  be 
forwarded  to  him  before  March  1. 

Post-graduate  Study  Administration 

Mr.  R.  C.  O'Higgins  (secretary,  Post-Graduate  Study 
Group)  wrote  stating  that  the  Group  Committee  believed 
that  courses  in  phytopharmacy,  business  methods,  medical 
appliances  and  other  subjects  should  be  provided.  In  view 
of  the  inherent  difficulties  involved  in  providing  such 
courses  the  Committee  was  convinced  that  some  substantial 
modification  of  the  present  administration  was  necessary. 
Because  of  that  they  would  welcome  the  attendance  of 
officers  of  the  Council  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  to 
discuss  the  problem.  Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  explained  that 
up  to  1959  the  administration  of  the  Study  Group  did  not 
entail  much  work  as  it  merely  consisted  of  planning  the 
proposed  courses  and  arranging  for  suitable  lecturers.  In 
1959,  however,  the  Group  Committee  received  a  good  deal 
of  correspondence  from  pharmacists  in  the  country  anxious 
to  take  postal  courses.  That  involved  a  tremendous  amount 
of  work,  with  318  pharmacists  at  home,  in  Great  Britain 
and  almost  all  parts  of  the  world  to  be  catered  for.  There 
were  ten  lectures  to  be  sent  by  post,  and  unfortunately  it 
was  not  a  case  of  sending  them  regularly  at  fortnightly 
intervals  as  applications  came  in  irregularly  and,  as  a  result, 
some  had  not  received  the  first  lectures  while  others  were 
waiting  for  the  second  series  to  be  dispatched.  The  planning 
involved  in  trying  to  prevent  that  over-lapping  caused 
difficulty,  and  while  the  Group  chairman,  in  the  past,  had 
shouldered  the  burden  of  the  work,  he  now  felt  it  was  too 
much  for  him.  Mr.  Kennelly  said  a  most  attractive  sylla- 
bus had  been  arranged  for  the  phytopharmacy  course.  The 
Committee  thought  there  was  likely  to  be  a  particularly 
heavy  demand  for  the  course,  because  most  pharmacists 
throughout  the  country  would  be  anxious  to  participate. 
In  the  circumstances  it  was  not  fair  to  expect  the  chair- 
man of  the  Group  to  undertake  the  work  on  a  voluntary 
basis  and  it  had  been  suggested  that  the  Council  might 
consent  to  awarding  him  an  honorarium. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  said  members  of  the  Committee  were 
anxious  to  hear  the  views  of  the  Council  on  the  possibility 
of  a  change  in  the  voluntary  status  of  the  Group.  Mr.  T.  R. 
Miller  agreed  that  it  was  unfair  to  expect  one  man  to 


shoulder  the  extra  work  involved  following  the  increase 
in  the  popularity  of  the  courses,  which  were  of  immense 
educational  advantage  to  pharmacists. , 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Society  of  Chiropodists,  Lon- 
don, expressing  concern  at  the  extent  to  which  correspond- 
ence courses  for  the  training  of  chiropodists  were  increas- 
ing, and  requesting  the  Council's  support  in  emphasising 
how  essential  it  was  for  individuals  desiring  to  qualify  to 
ensure  that  they  were  adequately  trained.  The  letter  pointed 
out  that  to  become  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Chiropodists 
a  student  had  to  take  a  three-year  full-time  training  course 
at  one  of  the  schools  officially  recognised  by  the  British 
Ministry  of  Health.  That  was  the  only  training  accepted 
as  qualifying  for  employment  in  the  British  National  Health 
Service.  The  letter  was  sympathetically  received  by  the 
Council,  but  it  was  pointed  out  by  the  registrar  that  the 
Council  had  no  power  to  act  in  the  matter. 

Inspector's  Report 

In  his  monthly  report,  the  Society's  inspector  (Mr.  P. 
O'Briain)  stated  that  new  hours  of  business  had  been  agreed 
by  pharmacists  in  Cootehill,  co.  Cavan.  He  pointed  out  that 
a  member  had  reported  to  him  that  he  had  received  a 
prescription  for  a  D.D.A.  preparation  that  had  already 
been  dispensed  by  another  pharmacist.  Investigations  had 
revealed  that  while  the  preparation  was  classified  as  a 
Dangerous  Drug  in  Great  Britain,  and  so  marked  on  the 
container,  it  was  not  so  classified  in  the  Republic.  The 
report  also  referred  to  a  wholesale  distributor  whose  atten- 
tion had  been  drawn  by  an  inspector  of  the  Society  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  marketing  an  American  preparation  that 
contained  a  trace  element  of  arsenic,  contrary  to  the  Arsenic 
Act,  1841.  The  distributor  had  been  in  communication  with 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  concerning  the  product  but 
so  far  he  had  not  received  a  ruling,  and  had  decided  to 
withdraw  the  product  from  the  market  until  he  had  been 
officially  informed  whether  it  was  proper  to  continue  distri- 
buting it  or  not. 

It  was  agreed  to  grant  registration  to  Albert  Asante 
Appiah,  Ghana,  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  Prelimin- 
ary. Register,  and  Mrs.  Margaret  McVeigh  (nee  Carr), 
Pettigo,  was  granted  registration  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Assistants'  Preliminary  Register. 

Mrs.  Brigid  D.  Hinds  (nee  Brogan),  L.P.S.I.,  co.  Down, 
was  granted  change  of  name  in  the  Registers. 

The  following  were  elected  to  membership: — Mrs. 
Philomena  Garvey.  Dr.  Mary  H.  Power,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Fitzgerald,  Mr.  Fionan  Harty  and  Dr.  Hamilton  A. 
Marcelin,  Mr.  Pierce  Dillon,  Main  Street,  Fethard,  co.  Tip- 
perary,  was  nominated  for  membership. 

The  following  changes  of  address  were  noted: — Mrs. 
Brigid  D.  Hinds  (nee  Brogan),  L.P.S.I.,  to  Portaferry,  co. 
Down;  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Gleeson,  M.P.S.I.,  to  Provincial 
Bank  House,  Ennis. 

L.A.H.  certificates  having  been  submitted  it  was  agreed 
that  Dr.  Martyn  M.  Berber,  Churchtown,  co.  Dublin,  and 
Dr.  Michael  A.  O'Grady,  Ballaghadereen,  co.  Roscommon, 
should  be  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.

PHARMACY  AT 
UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE 
HOSPITAL 

F.  H.  NEWMAN,  F.P.S.,  Evans  Medallist 
formerly  deputy  chief  pharmacist  oX  the  hospital 


IN  1920,  when  I  first  went  to  University  College  Hospital, 
shop  rounds  were  on  the  shelves  that  had  been  in  con- 
stant use  for  thirty  years.  The  medicaments  in  them 
were  still  sufficiently  popular  for  the  department  to  ask 
for  a  grant  to  enable  them  to  be  replaced  with  more  modern 
recessed-labelled  bottles,  still  with  the  same  titles ! 

First  Significant  Change 

The  first  important  change  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in 
modern  times  came  with  the  general  introduction  of  tablets  in- 
stead of  pills.  Literature  of  the  period  shows  there  were  many 
opponents  to  the  use  of  tablets.  Still,  despite  their  faults, 
tablets  became  more  and  more  popular.  That  left  a  hundred 
or  more  beautifully  made  pill  drawers  empty  and  useless,  for 
the  tablets  replacing  the  pills  could  not  be  stored  in  them. 
Fresh  infusions  were  still  being  made  in  large  quantities. 
They  included  gentian,  calumba,  rhubarb,  quassia,  senna, 
buchu  and  senega,  and  the  student  physicians  were  trained 
to  use  those  or  the  aromatic  waters — camphor,  chloroform, 
peppermint,  aniseed  and  fennel — in  order  to  make  up  their 
prescription  to  volume.  The  usual  dose  of  a  mixture  was  two 
tablespoonfuls,  which  gave  the  patient  a  pint  bottle  to  last 
for  one  week's  treatment.  The  doctor  thought  that  the  larger 
dose  helped  the  patient  to  take  the  right  amount,  and  the 
patient  was  the  more  impressed  by  the  treatment.  The  phar- 
macy was  permitted  to  concentrate  the  medicine  to  half  an 
ounce  when  the  patient  needed  a  month's  supply,  so  that  it 
could  be  dispensed  in  a  40-oz.  bottle.  That  necessitated  the 
production  of  concentrated  infusions,  which  were  at  first 
made  double-strength.  Later  infusions  up  to  8  in  1  were  pro- 
duced, which  became  official  in  the  B.P.  Another  form  of 
concentration  was  followed  for  economy  reasons.  That  was 
the  concentration  of  tinctures  to  save  the  cost  of  the  spirit. 
Belladonna,  nux  vomica  and  strophanthin  were  so  concen- 
trated and  also  essence  of  peppermint  and  other  spirit- 
containing  preparations.  For  the  same  reason  tincture  of 
iodine,  which  at  that  time  was  used  exclusively  for  skin 
sterilisation,  was  prepared  with  dichlorethylene  as  the  sol- 
vent. Many  years  passed  before  it  was  possible  to  get  indus- 
trial spirit,  acetone-free,  which  made  an  iodine  solution  free 
from  obnoxious  fumes.  By  that  time  iodine  had  been  largely 
replaced  by  picric  acid  in  spirit  for  skin  preparation  in  sur- 
gery. 

The  production  of  tinctures,  prepared  from  duty-paid 
rectified  spirit,  made  the  spirit-recovery  still  and  the  tincture 
press  essential  equipment,  so  that  all  the  rebate  possible 
could  be  obtained.  In  those  years  industrial  spirit,  with  or 
without  the  addition  of  lysol,  was  the  standard  method  of 
sterilising  instruments.  The  disadvantage  was  that  the  spirit 
absorbed  water  vapour,  which  caused  the  instruments, 
especially  scalpels  and  needles,  to  rust.  So  the  spirit  had  to 


be  periodically  changed  and  the  waste  spirit  was  returned 
to  the  pharmacy,  where  it  was  redistilled  and  then  used  for 
the  manufacture  of  liniments.  Soap  liniments  was  the  most 
popular  liniment,  and  it  became  even  more  popular  with 
the  advent  of  methyl  salicylate.  Lin.  A. B.C.  was  popular, 
but  its  use  was  not  encouraged  because  of  the  cost. 

By  1920  the  spreading  of  plasters  was  no  longer  done  in 
the  department,  except  for  an  occasional  blister.  Belladonna 
plaster  was  bought  in  1-yd.  rolls  and  various  shapes  were 
cut  from  the  roll,  including  the  popular  breast  plaster — 
always  cut  with  the  aid  of  the  2-lb.  brass  scale  pan.  A 
popular  plaster  for  lumbago  was  introduced  into  the  hospital 
treatment  by  the  senior  physician,  who  had  been  given  it  to 
treat  his  own  back  by  a  Devon  pharmacist :  the  plaster  was 
always  known  as  Dr.  Bottom's  plaster.  For  the  relief  of 
rheumatic  pain  sodium  salicylate  was  the  well-tried  remedy. 
It  was  called  the  sheet  anchor  of  the  medical  profession 
and  prescriptions  for  a  wide  variety  of  complaints,  from  the 
common  cold  to  rheumatic  fever,  contained  sodium  salicy- 
late. Any  patients  unable  to  take  it  were  given  one  of  the 
earliest  of  ethical  proprietary  medicines :  Aspirin.  Bayer 
aspirin  soon  found  rival  manufacturers  of  acetylsalicylic 
acid,  but  for  many  years  Bayer's  aspirin  could  be  distin- 
guished by  the  fact  that  it  was  a  pure  ortho-acetylsalicylate. 
Then  Luminal  was  brought  to  the  physician's  notice — the 
first  "  tranquilliser " — and  it  slowly  replaced  the  use  of 
bromides,  chloral  hydrate  and  liquor  morphin.  Both  those 
remedies,  introduced  before  1930,  remain  in  constant  use 
and,  in  spite  of  the  search  for  other  barbiturates,  pheno- 
barbitone  still  holds  a  prominent  place  in  medicine.  Aspirin 
was  one  of  the  first  tablets  to  be  made  in  bulk  by  the 
department's  tablet  machine,  which  was  supplied  by  Wilkin- 
son of  Leicester.  Phenacetin,  phenacetin  and  caffeine,  phena- 
zone  and  amidopyrin.  and  acetanilide  tablets  were  also 
made. 

Some  powders,  such  as  a  mixture  of  aspirin,  phenacetin. 
amidopyrin  and  quinine,  though  in  continuous  demand, 
could  not  be  compressed  into  tablets,  and  many  hundreds  of 
cachets  (now  known  as  Le  Fevre's  cachets)  were  made  until 
amidopyrin  was  found,  in  certain  patients,  to  produce 
agranulocytosis  and,  though  proof  of  that  could  not  be 
found  at  U.C.H.,  the  administration  of  amidopyrin  was  for- 
bidden. Since  that  time  the  use  of  many  drugs  has  been 
interfered  with  by  the  idiosyncrasies  of  a  few  patients. 

Outmoded  Treatments 

As  the  years  have  passed,  many  methods  of  treatment 
have  been  abandoned  and  forgotten.  The  eye  surgeons  were 
still  using  leeches  in  1920.  though  their  other  uses  had  been 
forgotten.  The  department  bought  linseed  meal  by  the  hun- 
dredweight for  linseed  poultices,  and  the  pill-mass  machi- 
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nery  was  adapted  to  the  production  of  cataplasma  kaolin. 
During  the  1914-18  war  chlorine  solutions,  such  as  Eusol 
and  Dakin's,  became  popular  methods  of  controlling  sepsis. 
Carrell  Dakin's  multiple  irrigators,  and  all  the  troubles  of 
wet  dressings,  are  now  forgotten  and  the  past  few  years 
have  seen  the  end  of  the  hot  fomentation  with  boric  lint, 
hypertonic  saline  or  Epsom  salt.  The  use  of  those  remedies 
needed  nursing  skill  and  also  used  large  amounts  of  jaconet 
or  batiste  and  cotton  wool  as  a  heat  insulator.  It  was  Sir 
Thomas  Lewis  at  U.C.H.  who,  with  the  aid  of  a  thermo- 
couple, proved  that  the  most  carefully  applied  poultice  or 
fomentation  did  not  remain  above  blood  heat  for  more  than 
n  minute  or  so. 

Phenol  and  lysol  remained  the  favourite  antiseptics  for 
general  ward  use,  with  chlorinated  lime  or  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite for  the  sink  and  sluice  rooms.  But  antiseptics  for 
wound  sterilisation  were  changing.  In  1920  there  was  at 
U.C.H.  a  zinc-lined  cupboard  that  was  used  to  contain 
iodoform  gauze  and  tarred  tow  so  as  to  prevent  the  smell  of 
those  dressings  getting  into  other  dressings.  The  surgeons 
had  used  the  iodoform  gauze  just  prior  to  1920,  but  the 
tarred  tow  had  been  the  styptic  for  amputations  at  a  much 
earlier  time. 

Search  for  an  Antiseptic 

The  1914-18  war  gave  impetus  to  the  search  for  an  anti- 
septic that  did  not  delay  healing,  as  tincture  of  iodine  was 
known  to  do.  From  that  research  came  acriflavine,  which 
was  effective  in  aqueous  solution  and  not  destroyed  by  blood 
or  pus.  It  soon  replaced  the  mercury  antiseptics  (perchloride 
and  biniodide),  both  of  which  reacted  with  blood  and  pus 
and  became  neutralised.  Mercuric  cyanide,  in  the  form  of 
cyanide  gauze,  had  some  popularity  as  a  dressing.  This 
gauze  was  the  basis  of  war  wound  emergency  dressings,  but 
the  surgeon  was  becoming  more  certain  of  the  value  of 
aseptic  techniques  and  was  no  longer  interested  in  antiseptic 
dressings.  The  surgical  wound  was  kept  as  sterile  as  pos- 
sible with  sterile  gauze,  protected  from  outside  infection  by 
a  liberal  pad  of  sterile  cotton  wool.  The  urinary  surgeon 
still  used  mercuric  oxycyanide  as  a  bladder  washout,  but  also 
used  hexamine  orally  to  liberate  formalin  in  the  urine.  Cat- 
gut was  still  being  prepared  in  the  theatres,  and  the  phar- 
macy provided  the  iodine  solutions  to  make  the  ten-day 
catgut,  but  the  1914-18  War  Disposal  Board  had  given  to  the 
hospital  hundreds  of  boxes  of  Davis  &  Geek  American 
tube  catgut,  and  it  was  not  long  before  the  theatres  aban- 
doned catgut  preparation  in  favour  of  the  commercially 
prepared.  The  same  disposals  board  provided  U.C.H.  with 
a  drum  steriliser,  originally  made  to  be  heated  with  a 
primus  stove  but  adapted  to  use  with  a  gas  burner.  With 
that  the  first  sealed  bottles  of  sterile  normal  saline  and  glucose 
saline  were  produced.  The  first  bottles  used  were  the  pint-size 
captive-stopper  milk  bottles.  The  solutions  were  emptied 
into  the  funnel  apparatus  by  which  the  intravenous  drips 
were  given  in  the  same  way  that  the  flasks  of  solution 
previously  supplied  were  used.  For,  until  then,  the  phar- 
macy had  made  2  litres  of  sterile  normal  saline  or  glucose 
saline  by  boiling  the  solution  down  to  volume  in  a  3-litre 
flask,  stoppered  with  a  wad  of  cotton  wool  wrapped  in 
gauze.  The  supply  of  autoclaved  bottled  solution  was  soon 
followed  by  the  issue  of  a  rubber-bung  and  syphon-tube 
apparatus,  so  that  the  intravenous  solution  could  be  admin- 
istered by  inverting  the  bottle  after  fitting  the  bung  and 
tubing  previously  sterilised  in  the  ward  instrument  steriliser. 

At  that  time  the  ward  stock  injections — morphine,  atro- 
pine, hyoscine,  cocaine,  diamorphine  and  Novocain — were 
supplied  by  the  pharmacy  in  240-minim  amber  wide- 
mouthed  rubber-stoppered  bottles.  The  solutions  were  made 
according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  with  sterile  water, 
and  the  bulk  supply  was  kept  in  10-oz.,  glass-stoppered 
bottles.  From  that  stock  the  ward  bottles  were  refilled,  with 
no  sterilisation  of  the  bottles.  Present-day  pharmacists 
would  be  horrified  at  the  method,  but  it  can  be  said  in  its 
defence  that,  so  far  as  is  known,  no  trouble  ever  came  from 


it.  Still,  it  was  a  method  that  needed  other  safeguards  and, 
before  long,  the  ward  injections  were  being  sent  up  in  vac- 
cine botttles  with  the  bacteriological-laboratory  type  of 
rubber  cap.  Those  bottles,  for  a  time,  were  steamed  because 
it  was  impossible  to  autoclave  such  caps.  Then  came  the 
work  which  produced  the  sterilisation  method  known  as 
Tyndalisation,  the  bottles  being  heated  for  an  hour  at  80°  F. 
on  three  successive  days.  Finally,  thanks  to  the  proprietary 
Clinbritic  bottle,  there  was  made  a  bottle  with  a  skirted 
rubber  cap  held  in  place  during  autoclaving  by  a  plastic 
screw-down  cap. 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  now  said  that  multi-dose  con- 
tainers must  contain  a  bactericide,  and  at  U.C.H.  the  useful- 
ness of  chlorocresol  was  discovered.  Also  it  was  found  how 
difficult  it  was  to  keep  test  bacteria  alive  in  many  ordinary 
injection  solutions  not  containing  a  bactericide,  especially 
when  the  pH  was  on  the  acid  side.  With  the  wonderful  dis- 
covery of  insulin,  injection  technique  was  being  carried  out 
by  the  patient,  and  again  the  question  of  bactericide  in  a 
multi-dose  container  was  examined.  The  Danish  insulin 
manufacturers  did  not  wish  to  add  a  preservative  to  an  in- 
jection which  they  claimed  to  be  self-sterile,  but  they  were 
eventually  compelled  to  add  a  preservative  to  conform  with 
the  law.  The  cost  of  insulin  was  the  first  concern  of  a  volun- 
tary hospital  and  it  was  seen  that  in  future  it  might  not  be 
possible  to  keep  the  costs  of  medicine  down  to  an  average 
of  sixpence  per  week  per  patient.  The  treatment  of  anaemia 
with  liver  extract  added  further  to  the  drug  bill.  Patients 
were  still  receiving  the  well-tried  aperients :  mist,  alb.,  cas- 
cara,  Seidlitz  powders  and  some  castor  oil,  though  the  latter 
was  losing  popularity.  The  manufacture  of  cod-liver  oil  and 
malt  was  still  one  of  the  tasks  which  turned  up  regularly, 
and  a  familiar  sound,  the  noise  of  5  gross  of  lever  lid  tins 
being  tipped  into  their  cupboards.  An  earlier  pharmacist 
had  arranged  for  gas  heaters  to  the  stock  containers  of  the 
malt  and  cod-liver  oil  and  malt,  but  that  luxury  had  been 
abandoned  by  1920  and  so,  on  cold  days,  it  needed  patience 
to  fill  a  12-oz.  tin  with  malt. 

The  manufacturing  department  spent  a  lot  of  time  in 
grinding  crude  drugs  (cascara  bark,  liquorice  root,  calumba, 
etc.)  with  a  disintegrator  installed  in  1900.  It  had  a  belt 
drive  from  a  5-h.p.  d.c.  motor.  When  the  disintegrator 
jammed,  the  belt  either  flew  off  or  broke — a  crude  safety 
device.  Tin  tacks  or  other  pieces  of  metal  would  sometimes 
become  red  hot  and  fire  the  dust  of  drugs  like  ergot.  On 
one  occasion  a  piece  of  lava  weighing  over  20  lb.  was  found 
in  the  middle  of  a  bale  of  liquorice  root.  The  noise  of  the 
machine  permeated  the  whole  hospital,  as  did  the  taste  of  the 
bitter  or  sweet  dust  in  the  air. 

The  growing  infant-welfare  department  gave  pharmacy  the 
task  of  making  weekly  a  20  per  cent,  suet  emulsion,  which 
gave  remarkable  results  in  infant  feeding.  The  only  trouble 
was  the  difficulty  in  preventing  mould  growth,  so  no  stock 
could  be  kept.  The  infant  welfare  department  used  large 
amounts  of  "  syr.  ferri  phosph.  co."  and  the  pharmacy  was 
often  perfumed  with  the  smell  of  iron  wire  being  dissolved 
in  acid.  Large  amounts  of  "  syr.  hypophos.  co."  were  pre- 
scribed in  combination  with  potassium  bromide,  but  tests 
done  with  an  alternative  placebo  showed  that  many  more 
patients  found  more  vigour  from  the  placebo  than  from  the 
hypophosphites.  Before  1939  the  emulsions  of  paraffin  and 
cod-liver  oil  began  to  lose  favour,  though  the  consumption 
of  liquid  paraffin  increased. 

"  Craze  "  {or  Vitamins 

The  vitamin  craze  had  been  running  in  America  for  some 
time  before  the  proprietary  ascorbic  acid  was  marketed  in 
England.  The  boost  given  to  it  through  literature  sent  to  the 
medial  profession  made  it  a  popular  cure-all,  to  be  followed 
by  the  other  vitamins,  which  soon  ousted  the  old  and  well- 
tried  iron  tonics  like  Easton's  syrup.  The  war  years  1939  to 
1945  saw  the  government  being  persuaded  that  more  and 
more  of  the  intermediaries  should  be  used  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  ascorbic  acid.  The  private  wing  attached  to  U.C.H. 
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in  the  two  years  before  the  war,  introduced  the  pharmacy 
to  many  ethical  proprietaries  which  the  voluntary  hospital 
had  never  used.  Also  there  came  Avertin,  the  new  rectal 
basal  anaesthetic,  which  saved  the  patient  much  mental 
anxiety  but  also  meant  that  a  pharmacist  had  to  be  on  duty 
at  8  a.m.  to  prepare  solutions  of  Avertin  freshly  and  send 
them  to  the  ward  so  that  the  patient  could  be  anaesthetised 
by  9  a.m. 

When  war  came  U.C.H.  was  dispersed,  leaving  only  two 
pharmacists  at  Gower  Street.  All  sorts  of  emergency  supplies 
were  sent  in  by  the  A.R.P.  authorities,  including  grosses 
of  reels  of  3-in.  zinc  oxide  plaster.  The  reason  for  the  3-in. 
width  was  found  to  be  that  someone  in  authority  thought 
that  1-in.  or  2-in.  widths  could  be  cut  from  that  standard 
width  (he  obviously  had  never  tried).  The  end  of  that  story 
came  many  years  later,  when  the  plaster  had  perished,  and 
the  authorities  asked  for  the  empty  spools  to  be  returned,  as 
tin-plate  was  in  short  supply.  Pharmacy  had  a  few  chances 
to  make  contributions  to  the  war  effort  in  the  formulation 
of  barrier  creams  against  the  nitro-explosives  for  the  girls 
filling  ammunition,  and  ultra-violet  protective  creams  for 
the  survivors  on  rafts  in  tropical  sunshine. 

Work  was  done  on  a  burn  dressing  using  the  then  popular 
sulphanilamide  as  a  local  antiseptic,  held  to  the  burn  in 
gelatin.  Many  remarkable  results  were  achieved.  Sulphanil- 
amide and  M.  &  B.  693  had  become  the  "  wonder  drugs  " 
just  before  the  war,  and  patients  had  got  the  idea  that  all 
bacteria  could  be  killed.  In  spite  of  the  scientists  pointing 
out  the  necessity  of  adequate  blood  concentrates,  many 
patients  were  given  small  doses  for  sore  throats,  boils,  etc., 
with  the  result  that  resistant  strains  of  streptococci  and 
staphylococci  soon  appeared.  Then  came  the  news  of  the 
new  local  and  intravenous  bactericide  being  produced  from 
the  mould  product  penicillin,  and  at  U.C.H.  spores  were 
supplied  plus  the  formula  of  the  nutrient  medium.  From 
that  a  crude  filtrate  was  produced  containing  at  its  best  20 
units  per  mil,  and  with  it  many  types  of  septic  wounds  and 
ulcers  were  healed  by  local  wet  dressings.  Then  penicillin 
began  to  be  supplied  to  U.C.H.  freeze-dried  in  |-litre  blood 
bottles,  the  strength  stated  on  the  label  (e.g.,  141  units  per 
mgm.).  From  that  yellow  powder  were  prepared  intra- 
muscular injections.  The  results  from  the  use  of  injections 
containing  500  units  and  less  were  awaited  with  interest. 
Dramatic  results  were  claimed  for  those  small  doses  of 
impure  material.  In  the  following  years  the  purity  and  the 
dose  increased.  Search  was  made  to  find  a  method  of  main- 
taining an  adequate  blood  level  without  disturbing  the 
patient  three  or  four  hourly  for  injections.  Depot  doses 
of  oily  suspensions  were  used,  but  the  difficulty  of  injection 
prompted  further  search  for  a  water  suspension,  finally  giv- 
ing procaine-penicillin. 

New  Use  for  a  Pastille  Mould 

All  methods  of  use  for  penicillin  were  tried  and  again  the 
pharmacy  found  a  use  for  the  Bilson  pastille  mould,  which 
had  been  used  ten  years  previously  when  orthoform  and 
cocaine  pastilles  were  in  use.  Local  dusting  powders  gave 
extra  work  to  the  sterile  department,  but  local  reactions 
soon  limited  the  external  applications.  Multidose  bottles  of 
penicillin  injection  became  ward  stock.  At  first  the  standard 
dose  of  5,000  units  per  mil  was  supplied,  but  the  dose  was 
soon  increased  to  50,000  and  finally  to  as  much  as  500,000 
units  per  mil. 

The  search  for  other  antibiotics  continued,  and  strepto- 
mycin came  into  use,  at  first  for  tuberculosis  and  later  for 
gonorrhoea.  In  Chloromycetin  an  antibiotic  was  discovered 
that  could  be  given  orally.  Its  use  did  not  displace  the  anti- 
biotics given  by  injection  because  of  side  reactions.  It 
was  soon  followed  by  other  similar  substances  which 
were  claimed  to  have  fewer  side  reactions.  From 
the  pharmacy  staff's  point  of  view,  those  preparations 
of  various  names,  coming  from  the  manufacturers 
already  in  capsules,  left  them  only  the  job  of  counting 
them  out  for  the  patients.  But  each  of  those  capsules  cost 


more  than  the  department  had  been  allowed  to  spend  on  one 
week's  treatment  in  the  years  between  1920  and  1940. 

Introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  allowed  the 
doctor  a  free  hand  in  what  he  prescribed,  and  rapidly  the 
ethical  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  firms  recommended  to 
him  more  and  more  expensive  remedies  for  trial.  Those 
remedies,  mostly  in  the  form  of  tablets,  capsules,  and  am- 
poules, needed  little  pharmaceutical  skill  in  their  issue,  but 
they  rapidly  increased  the  drug  bill  to  five  times  its  1930 
figure.  Then  came  a  new  "  wonder  drug  " :  cortisone,  with 
which  arthritis  and  other  rheumatic  affections  could  be 
cured.  Unfortunately  it  only  gave  relief  and  caused  a  lot  of 
side  reactions.  Other  derivatives  were  soon  on  the  market 
for  the  physician  to  try.  Hydrocortisone  gave  much  relief 
to  patients  with  various  forms  of  dermatitis  and  they  left  the 
pharmacy  with  ointment  worth  £3  a  time  instead  of  a  cala- 
mine lotion  worth  a  few  pence.  So  another  expensive  item 
was  added  to  the  drug  bill,  leaving  the  dispensing  pharma- 
cist nothing  to  do  except  to  hand  the  tubes  to  the  patient.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that,  at  the  end  of  another  thirty  years,  the 
pharmacist  will  have  found  a  more  worthy  task  for  his 
training  than  handing  out  to  the  patient  more  and  more 
most  elegantly  packed  ethical  preparations  that  the  manu- 
facturing chemists  have  persuaded  the  doctor  to  use. 

COLLEGE  WAR  CRIES 

LONDON  in  the  early  1920's,  flushed  with  victory  after 
the  1914-18  war,  will  ever  be  remembered  as  a  period 
of  wild  and  gay  living,  and  in  that  respect  the  colleges 
of  pharmacy  were  by  no  means  an  exception.  Work  at 
college,  it  is  true,  was  one  long  hard  cram,  but  play  was 
even  harder,  and  the  eventual  celebrations  upon  qualifying 
were  occasions  never  to  be  forgotten. 

Football  matches  became  battles  of  mud  and  the  uproar 
of  the  journey  home  on  top  of  an  open  double-decker  bus 
completely  taken  over  by  team  and  supporters  howling  the 
latest  war  cries  must,  for  those  who  never  took  part  in 
them,  be  left  to  imagination.  Zulu  battle  cries  were  brought 
to  several  colleges  by  the  students  who  came  from  South 
Africa — and  highly  effective  the  cries  were,  too.  The  original 
Westminster  "  war  cry  "  was  hair  raising : 

OOMA  LACKA,  OOMA  LACKA 
who  are  we  ? 
We  are,  we  are  the  W.C.P. 
Westminster  College  of  Pharmacy 
No  more  coffee,  no  more  tea 
—  BEER  BEER 
another,  popular  cry  was : 

We're  the  boys  who  make  the  noise, 
ATTAR,  ATTAR,  ATTAR,  BOYS 

Widely  advertised  at  the  time  of  the  author's  attendance 
at  college  was  a  film  "  Belladonna,"  starring  Pola  Negri.  The 
subject,  full  of  promise  as  a  rag,  did,  indeed,  produce  a 
classic  of  its  kind.  A  full-size  poster  showing  Pola  Negri 
doubled  up,  near  to  death,  was  proudly  carried  round  by 
the  students,  but  its  title  had  been  reversed  to  read  "  BEL- 
LADONNA IN  POLA  NEGRI."  A  daring  rag  was  carried 
out  by  a  trio  from  the  Westminster — Brid  from  Bridlington, 
Boule  from  Boulogne,  and  one  Robert  Hedges,  who  all 
lodged  with  the  Lupino  family  at  Brixton.  After  weeks  of 
rehearsal  they  perfected  their  act  in  which  Boule,  com- 
pletely disguised  as  a  disgusting  female,  with  a  Mary  Pick- 
ford  wig  from  Willie  Clarkson's,  and  low-cut  evening  dress 
— a  dancing  lady  to  perfection — was  escorted  by  the  two 
males  to  the  Avondale  Hall  to  attend  a  combined  college 
dance.  She  was  duly  introduced  to  the  principal  of  the 
Westminster  (Mr.  P.  H.  Woodnoth),  winning  in  the  process 
a  substantial  side  bet.  Had  the  act  gone  wrong,  or  the 
disguise  been  discovered,  one  shudders  to  think  of  what 
would  have  been  left  of  Boule,  but  if  Mr.  Woodnoth  ever 
suspected  the  sex  or  status  of  his  guest,  let  alone  her 
identity,  he  wisely  turned  a  blind  eye  and  deaf  ear,  and  the 
impersonation  was  put  over  with  complete  aplomb. 
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EXPANSION  PLANS 

IS  the  conviction  that  an  efficient 
contracting  serv  ice  will  play  an  increas- 
ingly important  part  in  the  farming 
economy,  Fisons  Pest  Control.

WORLD  TRADE 

India-Hungary  Trade.  —  Dyes  and 
pharmaceuticals  are  among  the  com- 
modities which  India  is  to  import  from 
Hungary  under  the  extension  of  the 
trade  agreement  between  both  coun- 
tries for  a  further  period  of  six  months 
concluded  by  an  exchange  of  letters  in 
New  Delhi  on  January  13. 

South  American  Common  Market. — 

The  Foreign  Ministers  of  eight  Latin 
American  nations  were  scheduled  to 
meet  in  Montevideo  on  February  17  to 
sign  a  free  trade  zone  agreement — the 
first  step  to  dismantling  tariff  barriers 
and  promoting  a  common  market  cap- 
able of  increasing  economic  develop- 
ment in  that  area.  The  region,  earlier 
described  as  the  American  Southern 
Zone,  has  now  secured  the  adherence 
of  Mexico,  while  Colombia  is  expected 
to  join  within  the  next  few  weeks  as  the 
ninth  partner.  The  other  seven  nations 
are  Argentina.  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Chile, 
Paraguay,  Peru  and  Uruguay.  The  zone 
embraces  four-fifths  of  Latin  America's 
population,  leaving  out  only  Venezuela, 
whose  powerful  oil  interests  turn  that 
country  into  a  separate  entity,  Ecuador 
and  small  Central  American  republics.

Elsewhere  in  that  market  a  few  prices 
were  slightly  easier.  Buchu  for  ship- 
ment has  been  marked  down  to  the 
lowest  level  for  years.  African  and 
Ceylon  Papain  was  down  by  sixpence 
per  lb.,  but  Agar  was  threepence  dearer 
on  the  spot.  No  sound  hand-picked 
Alexandrian  Senna  pods  remain  on  the 
spot  and  the  new-crop  is  not  expected 
here  for  some  months.
